MASON FALLS NAPA

Prostration Is Followed by # Wild 
Report of the Senator's Death, the 
Falsity of Which Is Established 
Later—Sick Man Is Accompanied on 
His Trip by His Wife and Private 
Secretary and Will Remain Away 
Until Restored. 


Senator William E. Mason fell uncos- 
scious, to the floor in the library of his resi- 
dence, No. 1477 Washington boulevard, yes- 
terday afternoon between 12 and i o’clock 
in a condition of complete nervous collapse, 
consequent upon excessive overwork. A 
physician was summoned at once, and he 
was revived in a few minutes and assisted to 
his room. 

Although exceedingly weak, the Senator 
left the city at 4 o’clock p. m. with Mrs. 
Mason and their youngest child for Florida, 
where they will remain until he fully re- 
covers his health. They went by way of 
the Illinois Central railroad and were ac- 
companied by Mr. Mason's private secre- 
tary, C. K. Lowe. 

Late in the evening a message was re- 
ceived in the city from Effingham, IIl., say- 
ing: “Senator Mason ate a hearty supper.

since Burope confronted a situation at 
once so menacing and so obscure at that 
which opened out before it this week. 
It is seen that very little will be needed 
to produce a convulsion of the first mag- 
nitude, yet we are entirely without infor- 
mation as to the position which any one 
of the powers is prepared to assume 
“toward apy phase of what seems to be 
‘impending. Only by laborious and in- 
genious pleeing together of odds and 
eads of gossip and speculation is it pos- 
sible to form the slightest idea of whet 
secret ties, understandings, and counter 
- —ggreements exist beneath this troubled 
surface. 
Eurepe Honeycombed with Treachery. 
Bismarck’s so-called revelations last year 
gave a clew to what Germany, in his time, 
thought it proper to do if the way of “ caet- 
ing anchors to windward” Suspicions that 
ether powers have been doing the same are 
rife now everywhere. Every international 
political authority has his own pet set of 
theories as to the underground combinations 
in existence, and between them they de- 
acribe a Europe honeycombed with treach- 
ery. No one knows who England is acting 
with, or how far°Germany is compromised 
with Russia, or what engagement® Austria 
and Italy have made behind Germany's 
back, or to what extent Russia is thinking 
of France’s interests as well‘as her own. 
’ If, as seems now probable, events prove too 
strong for the efffrts of the powers to keep 
the concert of Europe together, nobody need 
be amazed at any display of savage perfidy 
involved.in what follows. . 
Self-preservation has been lifted higher 
and higher, above all other considerations, 
by every increase of armaments and the in- 
vention of new explosives during the last 
twenty years, till now it stands quite alone 
in cynical supremacy. The big nations are 
still passionately desirous of avoiding war, 
put if it is forced upon them there will 
probably be sevealed depths of diplomatic 
falsity new to history.

Sup- 
pose this is also put down. There is Con- 
stantinople itself on the eve of another great 
riot, as in the seventies, and before that in 
the fifties: Prolonged negotiations have but 
postponed by artificial means the inevitable 
crisis in the Eastern question. It is possible 
that still further delay can be managed if 
everything goes as the conoért desires, but a 
single untoward incident can bring the whole 
farce summarily to an end, 
Variety of Opinions Existing. 
It is highly typical of the whole befogged

ability to overrun Greece is not seriously 
doubted. Bulgaria, however, is understood 
to have a private convention with Greece, 
and its excellent army could just about turn 
the scale against the Turks. Unless the 
Cretan-Greek business is stippressed within 
the next few days, it is highly probable that 
important complications will appear in the 
Balkans. 

Tonight’s ‘budget of ‘reports and rumors 
from the Levant and the interested centers 
of continental politics tends to increase the 
gravity of the outlook. 

New reasons are discovered for believing 
that the King of Greece has what he re- 
gards as sufficient guarantees of Russia’s 
protection in his present rash adventure, 
which is so wholly unlike his lifelong cau- 
tious and prudent conduct, that it would 
otherwise. be unaccountable. French poli- 
tigians and editor#, whose magnificent ignor- 
ance of foreign geography, history, and gen- 
eral affairs always renders their first views 
of any new crisis worthless, have today 
guessed which way the cat was jumping, 
and are preparing to be enthusiastic over the 
possible Russo-French adoption of the Greek 
cause, which they now remember to have 
been immemorially dear to the French heart. 

Popular Feeling for the Greeks. 

A development of this sort would put En- 
gland in a curious position. The English 
Liberal press is cheering for Greece at the 
top of its lungs, and the Minésterial papers, 
which yesterday were threatening the 
Greeks with peremptory repression, are to- 
day as dumb as oysters. Both here and in 
Italy the popular sentiment would side ir- 
resistibly with the Greeks in case of actual 
fighting. There is no such public softness 
of heart at Berlin or Vienna, where the fact 
that the Greeks do not pay their debts far 
outweighs any sentimental considerations 
about Thermopyle and Marathon. The 
Germans, or tho Austrians at least, are sin- 
cere in demanding that Europe shall forcibly 
restrain Greek impertinence, Both at Ber- 
lin and Vienna they try to cling to the hope 
‘hat the trouble may be averted by pre- 
venting the Sultan from sending his forces 
to Crete, But they are visibly frightened at 
the reports of fighting already begun on the 
Thessalian frontier. 

All in all, the week closes with more acute 
and widespread apprehensions than Europe 
has known since the Berlin Congress met. 
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BUROPE 18 IN A GREAT QUANDARY, 


If Prinee George Opens Fire on the 
Turks the Combined Fleets Can 
Protest and Do Nothing.

Léndon, Feb. 13.—Prince George, sailing 
from the Pirzus for Crete, with the bless- 
ing of King, Parliament, and people, is a 
romantic figure, appealing strongly to the 
English imagination. The fact that he 
saved the life of his cousin, the Czar, in Ja- 
pan does not diminish his importance, be- 
cause it seems to convert him into the 
charmed Prince who can accomplish the 
miracle of satisfying Greece and Russia at 
once. Navarino is the word on every 
tongue, but there is no sign yet that Prince 
George has Europe as well as Greece behind 
him. Europe is hesitating, and the Porte is 
angrily reminding the powers that the revolt 
in Crete has been enkindled, and Greek am- 
bition and avarice have been fired by the re- 
form measures it was compelled to adopt 
against ite will. 

Cannot Depend Upon England. 
Nothing may come of the crisis in Crete, 


and Prince George, with his fleet of torpedo- 
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in the last two days. 


Prices of all classes of 
securities have been depressed, and operat- 
ors for a rise have been disarmed, even with 
money chéap and abundant. The chief in- 
fluence felt by the markets is fear lest war 
in southeastern Europe may be precipitated 
by the tmpulsive action of Greece. While 
Gregk and Turkish bonds have fallen most 
heavily, the prices of the safest and most 
gilt-edge home securities have also been de- 
pressed. Even Amierican railroad shares and 
bonds have received a setback, although no 
country in the werld would have more te 
gain in @ business sense from a Europeay 
war thaa the United States, with its reserves 
of foodstuffs. 


PUBLIC .SYMPATHY WITH GREECE. 


Diplomatists Will Find It Necessary to 
Proeeeed with Great Caution in 
‘Handling Cretan Question. 


{SPECIAL CABLE BY H. R. CHAMBERLAIN. ] 

London, Feb. 13.—It would be easy to pre- 
sent an array of authentic information from 
Athens, Crete, and Constantinople in such a 
way as to indicate that evar is inevitable and “ 
close at hand. There are some observers In 
all European capitals, especially Berlin, 
who take that view of the situation, and are 
alarmed accordingly. Even the stock mar- 
kets, which are, after all, the best political 
barometers in Europe, indicated for a day 
or two that a storm might be impending. 
There is no doubt that if future develop- 
ments depended solely upon thase directly 
concerned—namely: The Turks, Greeks, 
and Cretans, there would be fighting within 
@ week on both sea andland. Everybody 
knows, however, that the progress of the 
quarrel is not within the control of those 
actually involved, and that there will be 
ne blows exchanged unless at least one of 
the great powers is willing that war should 
come. 

Has Greece Been Encouraged? 

The solution of the problem .-really lies in 
anewer to the question, has the representa- 
tive of one the six powers whispered in the 
ear of the King of Gréece: “ Now is your 
opportunity. Go--ahead! Take Crete and 
we will keep our hands off.” . 

Some loud voices in France and many more 
in Germany are accusing Dnglend of hav- 
ing done just that thing. Not one of them, 
however, has suggested even a plausibie 
motive which would lead England to adopt 
such a cOurse. On the other hand there 
are overwhelming reasons why Great Britain 
should be the most strenuous of all in sup- 
pressing a disturbance until the powers had 
an opportunity of inforcing on the Sultan the 
scheme of reforms which has just been for- 
mulated. 

One would more naturally suspect Ger- 
many herself, or France, of inctting mis- 
chief for the purpose of discomfiting Lord 
Salisbury, who from the first has been the 
leader in urging harmonious action in deal- 
ing With the Sultan. There is, as a matter 
of fact, ho adequate motive visible which 
would lead any great power to create this 
fresh and dangerous complication at the 
moment when a virtual settlement of the 
Turkish question seems within reach. There 
do exist, however, ample and obvious incen- 
tives to induce the crafty and still potent 
Sultan to seek once more to set his mentors 
by the ears by means of a fresh crisis in 
Crete. It seemed a week ago that he was 
not directly responsible for the recurrence 
of the troubles there, but there have been 
many indications since that his subtle cun- 
ning instigated the whole affair. 

Unity of the Powers. 

The one luminous and hopeful feature of 
the situation is the fact that thus far the 
powers have maintained their unity of at- 
titude. The pugnacious Greeks sent off a

Fear of Serious. Complications. 

“ Hurope will not permit the Sultan and 
his Asiatic hordes to threaten its peace every 
minute, and as Crete cannot be left to itself 
it must be handed over to Greece, the ad 
interim arrangement to be afterwards ratl- 
fled by a Eurdépean conference, That will 
pacify the island, as the Mussulmans will 
either submit of fly to Asia Minor. But then 
the gravest of all dangers will arise. .The 
Mussulman mob of Constantinople may en- 
deavor to take vengeance upon’‘the Greeks 
of the capital, and it is doubtful whether 
Abdul Hamid has either the power or the 
wish to restraiff their ferocity. The Greeks 
of Constantinople, however, exceed 200,000. 
They have been arming for months, and itis 
exceedingly doubtful if they can be sum- 
marily suppresped. They are not like the 
Armenians in temper, and if driven to des- 
peration they would raise a formidable civil 
war, which would in a few days compel the 
powers to occupy Constantinople, the pre- 
cise danger which they all have been dread- 
ing. Matters may go differently, becatise 
the Sultan and a few of his advisers must be 
aware that a thassacre of Greeks would be 
the beginning of the end for Ottoman rule, 
but the danger undoubtedly is great and im- 
minent. It is not made less by the fact that 
the Macedonians, who are only waiting an 
opportunity, will probably seize this one, and 
by a simultaneous rising will compel the 
States of Hastern Kurope to show their hands 
and decid® whether they are for or against 
Asiatic rule in Burope. These statements 
may be considéred sensational, but we take 
it to be éértain that a horror of Abdul Hamid 
has eftered too deeply into the souls of the 
Christian population of European Turkey to 
allow any palliative to be effectual, and 
that if he continues to reign no lull of a week 
oy a morth tan in any degree remove the 
danger of an explosion.” 

Crucial Point Is Near. 

There is no doubt that there is some basis 
for this dark forecast, but it has to do with 
the larger question whether the Sultan will 
in the end submit to the demands of the 
powers which will soon be placed before him. 
That is the crucial point of the situation, 
and nobody except Abdul Hamid himself 
can decide it. The présent troubles in Crete 
and the activity of Grtece are of small con- 
sequence compared with it. 

One feature of the week's events has ap- 
pealed strongly to all decent-minded EDn- 
glishmen who eare little about the intricacies 
of international! politics. It is the spectacle 
of little Greece standing up in bold defiance 
of the.bloodthirsty tyrant in Constantino- 
ple, against whom no greater power has thus 
far dared to raise a hand. There is an un- 
doubted feeling of popular sympathy and ad- 
miration throughout Europe, which is so 
strong that callous diplomats who consider 
it their duty to interfere will find it neces- 
sary to be very careful and considerate in 
their admonitions to the Greek King, or their 
own constituents will resent their action as 
nruch as the Greeks themselves. Lord Salis- 
bury, for instance, would find a furious storm 
raging about his ears if he put himself in 
the humiliating attitude of defender of the 
Sultan against righteous Greek wrath. Pub- 
lic opinion already is telling him in double- 
leaded language that such action “ would 
cover with shame the name and flag of En- 
land.’’ There is, in fact, a tendency to 
make Prince George a popular hero in En- 
giand, and his departure on the Greek fleet 
to keep the Turk out of Crete is regarded by 
the English masses in much the same light 
as it is by his own countrymen. 


SITUATION 18 SLIGHTLY IMPROVED. 


But There May Be an Explosion at Any 
Moment on the Thessalonian 
Frontier.

London, Feb. 13.—[(Copyrighted, 1897, by 
W. R. Hearst.}—The last twenty-four hours 
have sensibly ¢hanged the European situa- 
tion for the better, and it is clear that unless 
Greece intends to openly flout the powers 
there will be peace, at any rate for the pres- 
ent. The Greek torpedo flotilla. under 
Prince George, arrived at Canea last night, 
but so did orders to the commanders of the 
respective foreign squadrons to hinder all 
naval action by Greece in view of the fact 
that the Sultan had abandoned, also under 
pressure, the idea of sending reinforcements 
to the island. THe situation is, of course, 
still critical, as the merest accident may 
precipitate an ‘explosion. 

At any momént there may be fighting on 
the Thessalonian frontier, since, to secure 4 
diversion, the Porte has been surreptitiously 
urging aggressive measures by marauders 
against regular Greek troops, who are much 
incensed thereby, and then it is quite possi- 
ble that some overzealous -@reek Captain 
may fire a shot or land a foroe, obliging the 
powers to act. Indeed, in case of aggres- 
sion by Greeee, they are bound to @o so, 
eince they muzzled Turkey, or at least tried 
to do so. It is not go clear that they suc- 


ceeded, since it must be remembered that " 


they cannot hinder land action. Indeed, to- 
night Turkey sent a note to its representa- 
tives at European courts to summon the 
powers to restrain Greece from continuing 
its provocationa, adding that if they do not 
it would have to do its painful duty with 
respect to that country. 

This is a pretty straight hint, but the pow- 
ers will do a good deal before permitting the 
two nations to go to war. There is no doubt 
that Crete will one day fall into the lap of 
Greece; only the latter is not content to 
peacefully await that event, as Russia is in 
the case of Constantinople. Greek agents 
are undoubtedly the chief cause of this in- 
surrection, which has been maturing ever 
since autumn. Large quantities of rifles. 
have been imported, I believe, from Belgium, 
and the islanders are born guerrillas. 

Peace will never be finally and conclusively 
restored in Crete until the sovereignty of the 
Sultan is limited or the island annexed to 
Greece. Greece, however, is not specially 
popular in Europe since the gross misman- 
agement of her finances embittered all cap- 
italistic circles, and it is common knowledge 
that the nation makes exaggerated claims 
and holds | edideas.

TURKEY LOOKS TO THE BIG POWERS. 


If Greece Is Allowed to Occupy Crete, 
However, the Sultan Will Not 
Hesitate to Declaré. War. 


Constantinople, Feb. 13.—There is a dispo- 
sition in official circles here to hold the pow- 
ers responsible for anything that may hap- 
pen in Crete. The Sultan has been prevailed 
upon by the Ambassadors to refrain from 
sending reinforcements of troops to Crete, 
and he has also been assured that the powers 
have decided not to permit the Janding of 
Greek troops in Crete. . Therefore, the whole 
matter is in the hands of the powers and 
the Sultan's entourage, at least, 1s inclined 
to believe that the powers may havea fall- 
ing out as to the disposition to be made of 
the insurgent isiand. 

The Council of Ministers, it is semi-officilally 
announced, has decided that Turkey will re- 
main passive pending the efforts of the 
powers to prévent direct Greck intervention 
in Crete, but, it is further stated, if the 
powers are unsuccessful in those efforts the 
Turkish Government will be compelled to 
begin military operations on the Thessalia 
frontier; or, in other words, Turkey will 
declare war against Greece and promptly 
invade that country. This is no rumor from 
ciplomatic circles. . 

The decision of the Porte on the subject 
has been formally and officially communi- 
cated to the different embassiesyand the 
Turks are in earnest. There is ho doubt, 
however, that the willingness of the Bultan 
to apparently. bow to the will of the powers 
in the present Cretan crisis was largely due 
to the impoverished state of the Turkish 
Treasury. Money in no small amount would 
be needed to send an army corps io Crete 
and this money is not yet forthcoming. 

Th situation is a grave one beyord doubt, 
and, as usual, the Sultan is calmly reckoning 
on coming out of it ahead by trusting to the 
jealousies of the powers and the adyent of 
the unexpected. 


KING GEORGE 18 FORCED 10 ACT. 


Public Sentiment in Greece Ready to 
Dethrone Him if He Wavers 
for an Inetant. 


London, Feb. 13.—All Europe is watching 
the Cretan firework display with the great- 
est anxiety, as a spark may set all Europe 
ablaze. Everybody is agreed that the pres- 
ent moment is. the most critical since the 
powers intervened in Turkish difairs. Whe 
daring action of Greece in sending Prince 
George with a torpedo flotilla to Crete has 
caused a tremendous flutter in the Euro- 
pean Cabinets. Telegraphic dispatches on 
the subject have been flying across the con- 
tinent between the different goverfiiments 
and their embassies. Unusual activity pré- 
vails at the British Foreign Office. Tele- 
grams from the East have arrived in rapid 
succession, and the Marquis of Salisbury 
yesterday had special interviews with the 
Russian, Austrian, and German Anbassa- 
dors. The importance of these conferences 
can be gauged by the fact that

in aid of the Cretans are being raised. 
Dispatches from the European capitals 
indicate sympathy with Greece, but. the 
governments fear that if Greece is allowed 
to annex Crete an uprising in the Balkans 
will occur and that efforts will be made 
there to throw off the Turkish yake. All 
the Balkan States except Roumania are 
ready to rise. Macedonia especially is eager 
to fly at the Turkish throat. Arms there,

This is bo 
reason the powers now oppose Greece an- 
nexing Crete until the whole scheme for the 
partition abr is agreed upon by the 
powers. Several foreign rs are 
already aiooutning: the divisions of the spoils, 
and a French diplomat, the Comte de 
Chaudory, today in anh interview says he 
thinks «that the collapse of Turkey is now 
inevitable. Russia, he adds, will probably 
take Armenia, France will get Syria, and 
England’ will retain Egypt. 
Great Britain Is Aceunsed. 

Many of the continental newspapers ac- 
cuse Great Britain of inciting Greece; but 
they adduce little proof to establish the al- 
legation. The English: papers generally 
sympathize with the Cretans, and urge the 
government not to prevent the annexation 
of Crete by Greece, . 

According to the Spectator the Marquis 
of Salisbury dare not, in view of the feeling 
in Great Britain, join in Greece. 
This journal says: 

“We do not believe there is any danger 
of it, but in any case the British people will 
not enter upon such a course of crime, even 
to preserve the Huropean conwuert or Eu- 
repean peace. Horror of the Sultan has 
gone into their very souls.”’ 

The newspapers publish a list of the for- 
eign warships in Cretan waterm Great 
Britain has four battleships and twe cruisers 
there. France has four cruisers. Russia 
has a battleship and a cruiser. Austria has 
a cruiser, and Greece has a battleship, a 
corvette, a cruiser, and six torpedo boats. 
The papers also publish comparisons be- 
tween the Turkish and Greek fleets. 

More Warships for Crete. 

Valetta, Island of Malta, Feb. 18.—The 
British first-class gunboat Harrier, the first- 
class gunboat Drad, the third-class gun- 
boat Blazer, and the torpedo destroyer Ar- 
dent left here today to reinforce the British 
fleet in Cretan waters. Thé first-class bat- 
tleship Ramillies will leave here on Monday 
for the same place.

Ne Criticism te Offer. 


Charles 8. Deneen—I have no criticism to 
offer as to the jury or its finding in either 
case. The prosecution did its duty, sub- 
mitted the facts to the twelve men chosen 
as competent to judge them, and left the 
matter there, willing to abide by the result. 
The defense presented a strong case. Fur- 
ther than this I have only to say I had no 
personal ill-feeling against elther defend- 
ant, and would congratulate them on their 
acquittal. 

Willard M. McEwen—The fact O’Malley’s 
name was not mentioned when the old in- 
dictments were found against Sampson and 
Santry is in my mind the strongest part of 
the defense. Mr. Forrest is to be compli- 
mented upon his handling of the case. The 
State only did its duty and there is nothing 
to be said as to the verdict.

Ne Hope of Convicting O'Malley. 


The State’s-Attorney and his assistants 
would not state for publication whether or 
not the verdict was a surprise, but it is 
known they had not the slightest hope or ex- 
pectation of a conviction in the case of 
O'Malley, while in the Santry case they be- 
lieved there was a good chance of the State 
winning its case. Mr. Deneen, Mr. Pearson, 
and Mr. McEwen sat alone in their office last 
evening while the crowd passed out of the 
building and quietly talked over the sftua- 
tion. It is the first time for several weeks 
they have not been giving all their time and 
attention to the prosecution of the case, and 
they seemed relieved the long strain was 
over. 

Mr. McEwen was the only attorney for the 
State in the court-room when the verdict was 
rendered. 


FINAL ARGUMENT BY MR. DENEEN. 


Before a Large Assemblage the State’s- 
Attermey Declares O'Malley Guilty 
ef the Charge Against Him. 


A larger crowd than ever before during the 
O’Malliey trial was in attendance in Judge 
Tuley’s court yesterday morning when 
Charlies 8. Deneen arose to make his first 
plea as prosecutor for the people. 

Mrs. Deneen sat where she could watch her 
husband and the jury, as the former tried to 
impress upon the minds of the twelve men 
the strength of the evidence presented By the 
State duri the trial. Beside her was Mrs. 
William imer. Miss Wells, daughter of 
Charles D. Wells, one of O’ Maliley’s bonds- 
men, and Assistant State’s-Attorney Barnes’ 
wife were also there. 

Ald. O'Malley sat with his counsel, a little 
paler, perhaps, than when the trial began, 


‘but outwardly as calm as when sitting in his 


seat in the Council.Chamber. Santry, sit- 


ting behind him, was stolid and apparently 


indifferent. 

Deneen Begins His Speech. 
Without wasting any time in preliminaries, 
Mr. Deneen_ at once began his argument on 
the testimony and pleas in the case. He be- 
gan by denouncing the defense as an attack 
on his office and an attack on the o- 
lice. He held Miss Shirley up 
fore the jury as an object of scorn, saying 
she had bartered her trust for money, and 
her reward was the reward of infamy. 

“* Mr. Forrest has told you,”’ said he, “‘ there 
is waiting for her a golden throne and sweet- 
toned harp in heaven. She didn’t mention 
that when she spoke to Boos about tipping 
off the State’s evidence. She told him there 
would be half the case in it.” 

“To say he would not go to see if any of 
his friends or neighbors had been killed,” 
said Mr. Deneen, “is false. It is more—it is 
inhuman. How can you reconcile such con- 
duct with the theory that O’Malley is an 
innocent-man? You cannot bring it in har- 
mony with the fact of his visit to the polling 
place with Moore. You can’t bring it in 
harmony with the truth of his alibi.” 

The testimony of the State that O’Malley 
was at the polling place at 11:30 o’clock was 
then cited in contradiction of O’Malley’s 
alibi. The testimony of Representative 
Olson that he was at Berger’s saloon about 
the same time and Gid not see O'Malley 
there was also referred to. 

The accused Alderman’s whereabouts at 
12:10 o’clock was then discussed. Ex-Repre- 
sentative Lyman had tried to fix the time 
he entered Berger’s saloon and the value of 
other alibi testmony depended on that. Mr. 
Deneen argued Mr. Lyman’s testimony was 
not positive enough to contradict the testi- 
mony of the men who swore they recognized 
O’Maliey as one of the raiding party. _ 

The probability of truth in Ald, O’Malley’s 
own testimony on thestand was then brought 
in question. 

Good Words for the Police. 

A lengthy argument was made for the 
credibility of Policeman Michaels’ testi- 
mony. The speaker concluded the’ police- 
man’s bravery at the time of the raid was 
worth more than 10,000 witnesses as to char- 
acter in support of his testimony. So brave 
a man as he could not Lie. 

“This man has been tested by fire,” said 
Mr. Deneen. ‘“ He has been refuted only by 
paid witnesses and a conspifacy hatched to 
defeat the ends of justice. What are we to 
do in prosecuting ruffians if such men as Mi- 
chaels are not to be believed? It will bea 
harmful verdict for the peace of the State if 
you go on record as not believing his evi- 
a@ence, The' police might just as well return 
their guns and let the thugs and ruffians run 
the city.”’ 

As to the Shirley testimony in contradic- 
tion of Witness Smith, Mr. Deneen argued 
the only material point alleged was that 
Smith had been asked if he saw O’Malley or 
Santry and answered “‘No.”’ These ques- 
tions and answers, Mr. Deneen said, could 
have been interpolated in the notes without 
possibility of detection. He believed the 
jurors would be justified in believing Mich- 
aels and Smith rather than Miss Shirley. 

Mr. Deneen laid the shooting of Colliander 
directly to Santry, and said the charge 
Michaels’ revolver was lost purposely was 
groundless. That revolver, he said, was 
kept at the police station a long time after

HISTORY OF THR COLEIANDER CASE. 


Desperate Dilection Murder, the Climax 
ef Political Intimidation, That 
Shocked Chicago on Nov. 6, 1804. 

: 


The killing of Gustav Colliander and the 
subsequent developments form one of the 
most sensational chapters in the criminal 
history of Chicago. Mor two years and three 
months this crime, with its associated feat- 
ures, has been more or less continually be- 
fore the people of the city. 

The election day of Nov. 6, 1804, will be 

long remembered for the deeds of thuggery 
and violence which marked it as the climax 
of vicious methods in municipal politics. 
All that day a gang of armed thugs went 
about the Twenty-third and Twenty-fourth 
Wards, beating and maltreating citizens in 
a frightful manner. The hands of the police 
seemed to be tied, and the rowdies drove 
from one precinct to anather, triumphing 
over law and order and reveling in an orgy 
of drunken and reckless crime. 
This ‘crowd was familiarly known to the 
police as the *‘ Market street gang,’’ and it 
was composed of some of the most desperate 
men who have ever distinguished them- 
selves in the criminal annals of the city. 

The Ninth Precinct of the Twenty-third 
Ward, situated at No. 117 Oak street, one of 
the heaviest Republican precincts in the 
ward, was settled upon as the first place to 
be attacked. All that evening the members 
of the gang had been assembling at Berger’s 
saloon, at Oak and Wells streets, and almost 
all the defense offered by those accused of 
the killing of the Swede has emanated from 
this resort. 


Burst Inte the Polling Piace.- 


-Colliander was a saloonkeeper at Oak and 
Sedgwick streets. He closed his place at 12 
o’clock and walked a half block to the poll- 
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legal battles in the history of the local 
courts, O’Malley secured the services of At- 
torney W. 8S. Forrest, who announced that 
the indictment of his client was an outrags, 
and that he would secure the release of Ald. 
O’Malley on habeas corpus proceedings with- 
in a week. 

Within a week after. Ald. O’Malley had 
given himself up to the authorities Attorney 
Forrest went before Judge Gibbons and ap- 
plied for a writ of habeascorpus. When the 
indictment had been handed to Judge Tuley 
he had written the words “ No bail” across 
it. This aroused the ire of Mr. Forrest, who 
declared that his. client never had been 
given the benefit of a trial before an exam- 
ining’ magistrate and that the State would 
either have to divulge the character of their 
evidence against O’Malley or he would force 
release of his client by habeas corpus. 

Released on $25,000 Bail. 


This put the State in a bad position, The 
proceedings were brought before Judge Gib- 
bons, and rather than submit their evidence 
against O’Malley the State acceded to the 
habeas corpus writ, and the Alderman was 
released on $20,000 bonds. 

The proceedings at the State’s-Attorney’s 
office were of a remarkable character during 
the time which intervened between the re- 
lease of the Alderman and Jan. 27, when 
the ease went to trial. Hundreds of wit- 
nesses were examined. For the first week, 
private detectives shadowed the footsteps 
of the police and witnesses, but suddenly all 
this ceased. The reason of it developed 
afterwaad. Mr. Forrest, in making his open- 
ing address to the jury, announced that he 
would prove that the prosecution of O’ Malley 

as an A. P. A. conspiracy, and that when 

e got through the people would be glad to 
shake hands with his client as an unjustly 
accused man. 

Mr. Pearson said he would introduce three 
witnesses who would swear positively as to 
their identification of the Alderman as one 
of the murderers, 

The trial was a sensational one from the 
beginning. In the effort to secure a jury 
religion and politics played a strong. part. 
The State would have no Roman Catholics 
on the jury and the defense would have no 
A. P. A.s. Each day’s proceedings were 
marked With acrimonious wrangling between 
the contending attorneys, charges of unfair- 
ness being brought on both sides. 

Embarrassed by Lapse of Time. 

It was soon seen when the introduction of 
testimony began that the State was laboring 
under terrible disadv@ntage because of the 
lapse of time between the killing of Collian- 
der and the indictment of the Alderman. All 
witnesses of importance had testified pre- 
viously in from two to four court proceedings 
as to their knowledge of the case. Their 
words had been taken down in shorthand, 
and in almost every instance they had posi- 
tively asserted that they could identify no 
one among the party of raiders. as the light 
went out so quickly. The witnesses had 
given this evidénce previously at the Coro- 
ner’s inquest, in the grand jury room, ard in 
the Santry habeas corpus proceedings. 

\Bad Conflict of Testimony. 

The three witnesses introduced by the 
State to prove that O’Malley was a member 
of the gang were Policeman Nicholas 
Michaels, Police Operator G. W. Smith, and 
Gus Melin, ane of the judges of election. 
These men had all testified in the Santry 
habeas corpus proceedings that they could 
identify no one, but gave it as their excuse 
for appearing at such a late Gay that they 
were afraid to give evidence because of the 
fear of the consequences. 

Policeman Michaels’ evidence did not look 
good when he announced that he had lost 
his revolver, which was of thirty-eight cal- 
iber. It was well known that the defense 
woulhi try to prove that it was.Michaels him- 
self who shot Colliander, and not one of the 
raidérs, Coroner’s Physician Mitchell had 
taken = thirty-eight caliber bullet from the 
body of the dead man. It was proved, how- 
ever, that Michaels did not shoot Colliander,

Indus- 
try found a solid basis. Enterprise went 
cut with courage. Trade and commerce re- 
vived, and for fourteen years our country 
advanced in material wealth and intellectual 
progress by rapid and sustained steps. 


Turns to Cheerful Retrospection, 


**T shall not delay you with the teo familiar 
story of 1888 and its culminating disasters. 
Nor shall I now go into an explanation of the 
causes which brought on the wide ruin 
whose painful evidences are stil with us. 
Nor shall I pause to speak of that episode 
of 1871, when the vengeful forces of hur- 
ricane and fire destroyed in kh single day the 
mighty fabric of a great city. 

“ Let me turn. to a more cheerful side of 
the retrospection. In spite of all the reaction- 
ary influences I have described; in spite of 
war and fire and commercial the city,

Whatever may at the 
moment suggest depression and discourage- 
ment, a broad outlook will correct. 

“Chicago still sits at’ the lerge gateway 
of commerce. Her unrivaied facilities for 
transporting raw preducts’ from forest, 
field, and mine to her mills and factories are 
constantly improving, and her ability to 
economically distribute the manufactured 
products to cOnsumers east, west, and south 
is equally great. 

Resources in Great Abundance.

Vain were it to try to 
catalogue or estimate the natural resources 
of our country, or to attempt an inventory 
of their value. 

‘* Tf we new suffer, nature is*not to be 
blamed. She has been more generous to us 
than to any other people. et us rather 
recognize our own ignorance and folly, and 
learn, as we must and will léarn, how to 
live in obedience to the finer laws of indua- 
try, commerc?, and secial economics. These 
laws are with us, though they may not be 
written in statute law. They bless the obe- 
dient, they punish the violator, whether he 
sin through ignorance or perversity. 


Lands the Columbian Exposition. 


‘‘ Another general thought and I will re- 
Heve your impatience. The World's Colum- 
bian Exposition of 1893 may well be cal'ed 
the apotheosis of our wonderful munic:.pal 
life. It is more than that. It is at the same 
time the model for and the reasonable proph- 
ecy of a higher and purer administration of 
our city’s affairs in the future. 

“In the passing of that bedutifal vision, 
the most beatiful yet revealed to mortal 
view in modern times, there were spent for 
construction during the period of three years 
about $25,000,000. he duties ef the legisla- 
tive body (the Beard of Direetors) were new 
and perplexing. The administratior and e&- 
ecutive forces, an army in humber, were 
hastily coirdinated, and yet that great trust 
was handled without one breath of scan- 
dal or a suspicion of corrupt practice by 
anybody anywhere.

Hubbard, and ranged themselves silently 
around him. 

Mr. Hubbard’s first act was to place the 
gift on Mr. Gage’s desk.. The inkstand is 
wrought in onyx and gold bronze. The ink-

The gift is thus inseribed: 

* Presented to Lyman J. Gage by the 
thirty-two clerks of the First National Bank 
of Chicago, Til., on his retiring from its 
Presidency to accept the position of Secre- 


| tary of the Treasury of the United States.” 


D. B. Hubbard, the oldest clerk of the 
bank, made the presentation speech. He 
said; " 

‘* Mr. Gage, thirty-two empioyés that have 
seryei with you from fifteen to thirty years 
come to you this afternoon to bid you a 
loving farewell. 

“ Having been with you so long we.the 
more appreciate your grand qualities, and 
are confident Mr. McKinley has made neo 
mistake. We wish you godspeed in your 
future undertakings, and shall always fe 
member you for your kindly consideration 
for us. Your going from among us seems 
like the breaking up of a household, and we 
shall miss you, 

‘In taking leave of you we desire to prée- 
sefit you with a slight memento in token of 
cur regard and friendship.’’ 

Mr. Gage was taken completely by sur- 
prise, and for a moment was se affected he 
could not speak: Then, turning to the men, 
he said: 

**T can searcely find words to express my 
gratitude for this evidence of your affection 
and good will. But I want to say that with- 
out the invaluable assistance of you boys in 
the bank my efforts would haye been as 
nothing. In leaving you I feel Hke an oak 
torn up by the roots and transplanted to an- 
other place.' I want to say, however, I never 
sought the office to which I have been called.

Elmer Huston sald his father had not heen 
associated with the Nortonsin any way that 
should have caused him worry, or that would 
involve him in great losses: 

.- Attribute the Deed to Melancholia. 

Friends of the dead man attribute the deed 
to melancholia. He had been suffering from 
heart failure, and was lately confined to the 
house for a week. 

The report of his death was a shock tothe 
people of Lemont. He located there in 1871. 
having removed originally to Illinois trom 
New York City, where he was born. He 
beeame the agent of the Chicago and Alton 
road, holding that position until 1800. He 
was active in all local enterprises, and se- 
cured the location of the Illinois Pure Alu-

The children are Elmer, 22 vears old: Hal, 
20 years old; Fred, 16 years old; and Lester, 
10 years old. 


Registers as Tiomas Shaw. 


Thomas J. Huston, on account of his prom- 
inence in Lemont. affairs, was well known 


in Chicago. He left home on Friday, giving | 


his friends to understand he was coming 
here to attend the Lincoln celebration given 
under the auspices of Lincoln Council, Na- 
tional Union, at the Auditorium.

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JOHN RANDOLPH TUCKER 15 NUM- 
BERED WITH THE DEAD. 


He Passes Away in the Seventy-fourth 
Year of His Active Life—One of the 
Few Men from the South Who Ad- 
hered to the Doctrige of State 
Rights After Reconstraction Days 
~—Gen. Joe Shelby Also Joins the 
Majority. 


Lexington, Va., Feb. 18.—John Randolph 
Pucker died at his home here tonight. He 
was conscious up to 2 o'clock this after- 
noon, when he bade his family good-bye. 
Mr. Tucker had been ili for several weeks, 
and his death was expected. Several times 


sink rapidly, and died at 8:05 o'clock. 


John Randolph Tucker was born at Win- 
chester, Va., Dec. 24,1923. He was educated 
at the University of Virginia, studied law, 
established a practice at Lexington, and 
from 1857 to 1866 acted as Attorney-General! 
of Virginia, and was chosen to te Confed- 
erate Congress. 

After reconstruction he was chosen as a 
Democrat to the Forty-fourth Congress and 
served continuagusly up to the Fiftieth Con- 
gress. He was acknowledged to be one of 
the best lawyers in the House. 

Mr. Tucker was elected professor of law 
in Washington and Lee University in 1870, 
and after serving six terms in Congress ac- 
cepted the position again, positively refusing 
a reélection in 1888. 

He was one of the few men from the South 
who adhered to the doctrine of State's rights. 
He believed in it as firmly as Jeff Davis. Bob 
Tooinbs, or any of the other ante-bellum 
Democrats who joined the secession move- 
ment. Notwithstanding this Mr. Tucker 
was one of the most progressive men of the 
South. He was one of the first to accept the 
results of the war and always favored every 
movement for closer and more harmonious 
relations between the sections. 

Mr. Tucker’s most intimate friend in the 
* House was James A. Garfield. This friend- 
ship remained unbroken until President Gar- 
field’s death, after which Mrs. Garfield 
begged Mr. Tucker, as her husband’s “‘ most 
valued and trusted friend,”’ to assume the 
guardianship of her orphaned children. Mr. 
Tucker accepted the trust and faithfully dis- 
charged its duties, 

In 1803 he was a candidate for Attorney- 
General in President Cleveland's second 
Cabinet, when it was proposed to select that 
officer from the South. 

An attack of heart disease threatered his 
life in December last, but-hé was soon about 
again. 

Mr. Tucker was a nephew of the famous 
John Randolph of Roanoke. 


GEN. JOSEPH 0. SHELBY I$ DEAD. 


Passes Away at His Home in Missouri 
Afttér a Serious lIliness of 
Ten Days. 


Kansas City, Mo., Feb. 18.—Gen. J. O. Shel- 
by died at his country home, eight miles from 
Adrian, Mo., at 4 o'clock this morning. The 
patient had been unconscious since early 
Monday morning and hat been slowly dying 
since that time. At a consultation of physi- 
cians last night it was given out that death 
must come before morning, and the family 
had been constant watchers at the’ bedside 
of the dying General. :

Gen. Joseph Orville Shelby was born in 
Lexington, Ky., in 1831. At 19 years of age 
he went with his parents to Missouri. When 
the Kansas dispute came on Mr. Shelby was 
a leader in several of the raids into Kansas. 

He raised a company of Confederate cay- 
alry and entered the field, starting south to 
join Gen. Price. Later he organised a regi- 
ment, to which were joined the three Mis- 
sourl regiments in a cavalry organization 
known as “ Shelby’s Brigade.” 

When the news of Lee’s surrender came to 
the Confederate army in the West Gen. 
Shelby proposed a march to Mexico, there 
to espouse the cause of Maximilian, and 
1,000 men of his following readily joined him. 

Gen. Shelby’s regiment arrived at Austin, 
Tex., barely in time to save the Confederate 
Subtreasury containing $300,000 in coin from 
a marauding band of guerrillas Onder Capt. 
Rabb, who captured the Treasury Building 
and started in to Toot. Shelby’s men sur- 
rounded the place and after shooting down 
a number of the marauders drove them off. 
The Mayor of Austin proposed to Gen. 
Shelby that inasmuch as his men were the 
last organised body of the Confederacy in 
Texas, they should take this Confederate 
money. Gen. Shelby positively refused, say- 


pet? went into the war with clean hands 
and, by God’s blessing, I will go out of the 
war with clean hands.” 

From Austin Shelby’s band marched into 
Mexico. When they reached the City of 
Mexico Maximilian had been reigning for a 
year. Shelby offered to take immediate 
service with his band and to recruit an army 
of 40,000 Americans to supersede the native 
troops, but Maximilian was suspicious and 
Shelby’s company was forced to disband, 

Gen. Shelby became a freight contractor in 


in Missouri. In 1898 President Cleveland 
appointed him United States Marsha! for 
the Western district of Missouri. During 
the great railroad sttike in 1894 Marshal 
Shelby became involved in a controversy 
with vy. Stone, who contended that United 
States officers and troops Were heing used 
in tiolation of the doctrine of States’ rights— 
the very doctrine which Shelby had fought 
so bitterly for during the civil war, but to 
Gov.

The Evansville, Ohio and Green River 
Transportation company has ordered its 
towboat, Longfellow, down from Green 
River, and tomorrow it will attempt to clear 
the ice from the harbor at *the Louisville 
and Nashville railroad ifcline, and will use 
blasting powder to assist in the work.

Discoveries Regarding Earthquakes. 


Prof. Milne described to the Royal Institu- 
tion yesterday the latest discoveries regard- 
ing earthquakes. He said that seismology 
is now so well developed that he was able not 
only to study earthquakes which no one felt, 
but had commenced to investigate their re- 
lations, of which there were many, with the 
most promising results. As far as geology 
is concerned there are thousands of earth- 
quakes or earth tremors every year, and 
half of. them come from deep water. 
The ocean was really the home of earth- 
quakes. Twenty years ago their study 
was commenced in Japan, with the result 
that the seismology of that country had 
revolutionized the seismology of the whole 
world. As a consequence the methods of 
building in Japan had been entirely altered, 
so that the houses erected on new principles 
stood while their neighbors were shattered. 
The lecturer threw on a screen photographs 
of the damage done in Severn Valley by a 
recent shock. Chimneys of ordinary con- 
struction were the first things to go. If any 
one had been on an elevation and could have 
looked down,on the City of Hereford he 
would have sden the chimneys going through 
kaleidoscopic* movements—a wild dance, in 
fact—before they came down or became 
twisted. If they put a chimney up by itself 
it would stand, but if. they put it in contact 
with something which did not vibrate in the 
same degree it was bound to go. 


Plague Bacillus Pasily Killed. 

Two medical discoveries are announced 
this week which may prove impértant. One

news that the bacillus of the Bombay 
plague has little power of resistance, and 
that all antiséptics kill it.

Entraps and Destroys a Force

Feb. 13.—{[Copyrighted, 1897, by Press Pub- 
lishing Company, New York World.}—José 
Barrio, a dashing Cuban leader, is credited 
in today’s reports with a victory north of 
Pinar del Kio City. 
* Barrio was intrenched near the heights 
of Sierra del Rio with 450 men, guarding 
a hospital and a reserve supply of provis- 
ions and ammunition. Col. San Martin 
heard of the camp through a faithless Cu- 
ban and prepared to attack the place early 
in the morning with 700 men. His troops 
approached the place the night previous 
secretly, as they supposed, and scaled the 
heights to get a foothold above Barrio’s 
camp. The Cuban leader cunningly changed 
his base when he learned through his spies 
of San Martin's plans, and when the Spanish 
leader woke up he found Barrio above him 
in an almost impregnable position. 

The Spaniards thereupon started to re- 
tire. Waiting until half had gone down the 
steep heights, Barrio descended, and in a 
quarter ofan hour had annthilated the rear 
guard. He then harassed the main column, 
killing more than 100 in the running fight. 
San Martin’s detachment finally reached the 
main military road and the insurgents left 
them. The Spanish loss was more than 250 
men. Barrio lost about forty-three. 

On the retreat the Spanish troops came 
ucross a camp of thirteen pacificos—men, 
women, and children—and put them all to 
the sword.

BARMINGS EXEMPT FROM ALIMONY. 


Decision of the Supreme Court of Min- 
mesota Oallis Attention to a Pe- 
culiar Omission in the Law. 


St. Paul, Minn., Feb. 13.—[(Special.}—A de- 
cision of Justice Buck of the State Supreme 
Court in the appeal of George W. Wilson of 
Worthington, Minn., from the decision cf the 
District Court in his divorce sult has brought 
to the attention of legislators a peculiarity 
in the Minnesota divorce laws which. will 
probably be corrected. 

Wilson appealed from the order granting 
the wife's annual alimony on the ground that 
there was no provision in the statutes for 
taking it out of his earnings. He was sus- 
tained in this appeal by the Supreme Court 
and the result will be that hereafter no pro- 
fessional, or salaried man can be forced to 
pay alimony out of his earnings. 

Under the provisions of Sec. 4,807 of the 
1894 statutes alimony can be awarded to the 
wife for her one-third interest in the estate 
of her husband, in the discretion of the court, 
and the order may cover both personalty 
and realty, but there is no provision to at-

Rock Island, Ill, Feb. 13.—{Special.J— 
President T. J. Medill of the Western Insane 
Hospital Commission, on having his atten- 
tion called to the remarks of Gov.

“The Governor accuses the commission,” 
President Medill said, ‘‘ of overdrawing the 
appropriation $20,000. The Governor has evi- 
dently been misinformed. The amount 
drawn out of the State Treasury and paid to 
contractors is $57,111.86, and requisites have 
been issuell to the Auditor of Public Ac- 
counts for $16,899.80, which we have turned 
over to contractors. These are payable when 
money is available in the State Treasury. 
This makes a total paid contractors of $74,- 
010.66, leaving a b@#lance of the appropriation 
of Soe ear 40. The aggregate of the contracts 
is 627.40.”

J. Duggan Cuts the Price of 
the Product and Has His Supply Out 
Off—Searles Fails to Appear and It 
Develops That He Was Excused by 
Senator Lexow—Brokers Testify 
That There Is Competition — Pro- 
gram for the Week.

trust as a guide for all who handled their 
product. The other merchants complained 
to the trust, his supplies were cut off, and 
now he is winding up his business, as he 
Says he cannot be in the grocery trade and 
not sell sugar. 


Sugar Brokers Testify. 
The other witnesses were George H. Mul- 


ler, “one of the pioneers in the sugar refin- 
ing business’’; the venerable Lawson N. Ful- 
ler, who said he was in the sugar refining 
business from 1854 to 1878: and three men 
who admitted they sold sugar, most of it to 
the American Sugar Refineries company— 
as they insisted on calling the trust—and 
who could not be forced to admit that the 
trust fixed the price of sugar in this coun- 
try. They were J. 8S. Connell, Michael Cal- 
lahan, and EB. 8S. Beardsley, all sugar brok- 
ers. The most valuable admission, made by 
two of them, was: 


“If the sugar trust should stop buying 


sugar of us we would have to go out of the 
business.’’ 


During this examination Mr. Connell, who 


sells largely to the sugar trust, was asked: 


* Did the American Sugar Refining com- 


pany control the price of sugar in April and 
May last year?” 


" Was there competition during the last 


year?” 


* Plenty of it Much for speculative pur- 


and conditions abroad caused it.

the Chicago meeting of wholesale grocers 
and tobacoo manufacturers on Jan. 20, will, 
it is believed, die a-borning.

with having killed the combination before it 
had a chance to get one good whiff of life- 


giving breath. 


The signature of only one manufacturer is 


necessary, but it is considered doubtful that 
it can now be obtained. 


It is stated on good authority that P. Loril- 


lard. & Co. of Jersey City will withdraw from 
the agreement which the firm had already 
signed, and that the Wilson & MoCally and 
J. T. Drummond companies are also evincing 
timidity. As these are the firms which were 
most prominent in engineering 
sought with the grocers at the Chicago meet- 
ing it is thought inevitable that their refusal 
to act in the face of existing documentary 
evidence must result in the collapse of the 
whole scheme.

It was practically decided by the firms 
backing the trust to exclude all Chicago 
wholesale grocery men from membership. 
None of them are at present members of 
wholesale grocers’ associations, and they 
have always fought hard and consistently 
for a free competition, which they have cén- 
sidered in the interests of their business. 
The successful formation of the trust, they 
say, would have restricted their opportuni- 
ties for enterprise, and would have placed 
them at the dictation of a trade machine. 

It is said that not a single Chicago firm 
was represented at the conference, or has 
been asked since to join the combination, 
though the grocery houses in the interior of 
Illinois have been most active in helping to 
create tho trust. 


PLANS FOR KENTUCKY WHISKY TRUST. 


Conference to Be Held in Chicago in 
the Interest of Bourbon—Belmont 
and Morgan Said to Be Interested. 


Louisville, Ky., Feb. 18.—[Special.}—John 
G. Roach, a prominent Louisville distiller, 
left for Chicago tonight to meet by appoint- 
ment a number of New York capitalists, 
who may invest their money in Kentucky 
whisky for the purpose of keeping up the 
market, and sustaining the price. Among 
those who will be present at the conference 
are August Belmont and J. Pierpont Morgan. 

The object of the conference is to take 
steps towards forming a combination of the 


Chicago conference will be followed by a 
larger meeting in Louisville some time next 
week or perhaps a week after. Ever since 
the organization of the spirits trust the dis- 
tillerg of the bourbon whisky have had to 
compete with the highwines and chemically 
prepared liquors made by the trust. The 
object is to restore bourbon whisky to its 
old prestige. 

They claim the bourbon whisky secures its 
mellowness by age, while that of the high- 
wines is secured by chemical process. It is 
claimed that age alone can remove the in- 
jurious properties of whisky, and the Ken- 
tucky distillers hope to get this fact estab- 
lished through an organization which shall 
enable all distillers to act in opposition to 
the spirits trust. , 

* This is rot, R-o-t, with a capital ‘ R,’ ” 
said Levy Mayer last night when shown the 
above dispatch. “* Pierpont Morgan’s name 
appears nowadays in every scheme, from 
floating the United States navy to cleaning 
sewers. J. G. Roach is the head of the firm 
of J. G. Roach & Co., who are very heavy 
distillers in Kentucky. The trouble in Ken- 
tucky is that, anticipating an increase in the 
whisky tax, there was much overproduction. 
You can buy 1893 whisky now cheaper than 
in 1893. I suppose that the distillers are 
trying to get together to limit production. 
Morgan may have loaned Kentucky distil- 
lers some money to carry their product, but 
that is all the interest he has in it.’’, 


THINKS IT PORTENDS A BUSINESS BOOM 


Cleveland Vessel-Owner Discusses the 
Fall in Steel Rails—Cut in Wages 
at the Kmma Blast Furnace. 


Cleveland, O., Feb. 13.—[(Special.]—A sig- 
nificant development here in the war be- 
tween steel combinations was the announce- 
ment of a 10 per cent cut in the wages at 
the Emma blast furnace. The cut goes into 
effect on Monday. Competition and the low 
price of pig-iron are the causes. 

A local vesselman today summed up the 
opinion upon the big comibine in an expres- 
sion of the views of iron dealers here in 
these words: 

“There is nothing in the situation to be 
afraid of. It is a surprise to the business 
world, and, like all surprises, caused gon- 
sternation for a time. Business will ad- 
just itself in the epring, and the onfy differ- 
ence will be a lower cost of production, 
which will create a demand for cheap la- 
bor. The general public will be the gainer 
by the change. 

“It does not mean centralization in a few 
hands, for other people own’mines, lines of 
transportation, and are manufacturers of 
raw material. The conservative ones be- 
lieve this to be the commencement of an in- 
dustrial boom on a cheaper basis.”’ 

It is stated that ayn agent of the Illinois 
Steel company was in Cleveland on Wednes- 
day and offered rails to a number of rail- 
roads at $17. No deals were reported closed, 
and he left for Toledo. An agent of the 
Carnegie Steel company started on hts trail 
with instructions from headquarters to get 
the business at any price. 

It is reported among the railroad men that 
no matter at what figure the Illinois Steel 
company makes rails the Carnegie company 
will *‘ go them one better.”

His ‘Colors Are Registered with the

New York, Feb. 13.—[Special.]—* White 
jacket, white and black hoops on sleeves, and 
white cap,”’ are the neat but quiet racing 
colors that “‘ Willie K.’’ Vanderbilt’s horses 
will carry when they make their début on the 
French turf.

Of the sixteen mares exported to France 
by Mr. Vanderbilt, thirteen had foals, which 
are now only yearlings and cannot race until 
next year. The mares are at Mr. Vander- 
bilt’s estaté, Haras Villebon, near Palaiseau, 
about fifteen miles from Paris. Mr. Van- 
derbilt has long had a somewhat indirect 
connection with racing in this country, bein 
the largest stockholder of the Coney Island 
Jockey club.

POOL TALK IS BASELESS. 


RUMORS OF FRESH STEEL com- 


BINES QUICKLY SWEPT AWAY. 


Officials of the Illinois Company Deny 
Authoritatively That New Agree- 
ments Have Been Made—Minnesota 
Concern in Close Harmony with the 
Local Rail Producers, but Not in an 
Alliance—Rockefeller and Carnegie 
to Carry Out Their Plans.

All rumors of new combinations and pools 
in the steel trade were denied authoritative- 
ly by officials of the Illinois company 
yesterday. There is no particular liking for 
pools among the officials of the company at 
best, and their collapse is viewed with 
some gatisfaction by the Chicago railmakers. 
Nor was there any more ground for the re- 
ported combination of the Illinois Steel and 
the Minnesota Iron companies. The two 
corporations have to a considerable extent 
the same stockholders and always have 
worked in harmony. The Illinois Steel has 
bought vast quantities of ore from the Min- 
nesota Iron, but any such alliance as was 
made between Rockefeller and Carnegie 
was denied positively. 

It was believed that J. Pierpont Morgan 
and President Gates had never met, let 
alone having formed a partnership to down 
Carnegie and Rockefeller. 


Steel Rails Advance to $21. 

The price of steel rails advanced to $21 yes- 
terday all around. This was said to be 
wholly dup tothe law of supply and demand, 
and there wds no manipulation behind it. 
That was believed to be about the price for 
which steel rails were to sell in the future. 
The price will, of course, vary from time to 
time according to the demand and the cost 
of material and wages. Smaller concerns, 
which cannot producé rails at that price, will 
have to get out. 

With the pool out of the way the Rocke- 
feller-Carnegie combination, as outlined in 
THE TRIBUNE, will be free to take full ad- 
vantage of its vast facilities to undersell its 
smaller competitors and get the business. 

The plans of that combination are being 
worked out with great care, and on iden- 
tically the same lines marked out by this 
paper when the pool collapsed. The ability 
of competitors to stand up against the combi- 
nation is now being tested. 


Explains the Combine’s Purpose. 


** There is nothing wonderful nor mysteri- 
ous about the plans.of the Rockefeller-Car- 
negie combination,” said a leading figure in 
the trade yesterday: “ Carnegie is going on 
the theory that he can produce steel rails 
cheaper than other people. ..That is what he 
has been doing. He has taken a large num- 
ber of orders, and has work for his mills 
severa) months ahead. He is not making 
steel rails for his health,.but for the money 
there is in it. Why should he continue ,to 
load up with more orders at the bottom price? 
The price naturally advances when he geis 
the business he is after. When he wants 
more orders and §21 a ton does not bring 
them, he will be dropping his price again. I 
suppose the Ililnois Steel will follow the 
same tactics. In other words, hereafter, tho 
law of supply and demand will have full 
play, with the combination in splendid posi- 
tion to meet all comers.”

ARBITRATION TREATY TO GO OVER 
TO THE NEXT SESSION. 


— 


It Is Said There Is No Chance of Get~- 


ting It Through the Senate Beéfere e 


Adjournment—Bad Tangle Over the 
Amendment by Senator Turpie, 
Which Had Been Prepared in a 
Friendly Manner — Other Gossip 
from the Capital.

Washington, D. C., Feb. 13.—[Special.}— 
Current gossip among the Senators tonight 
is to the effect that the arbitration treaty ts 
dead, at least so far as the present session 
is concerned, 

Whenever the Senate strikes the snag. of 
a disputed constitutional question the real 
point at issue sinks into insignificance at 
once and the lawyers proceed to fight out the 
legal points involved to the exclusion of 
everything eles. This was the cas2 with the 
Cameron resolution recognizing the inde- 
pendence of Cuba. If it had been brought 
up on its merits it would have passed the 
Senate by a vote of more than two to one 
in all probability. When Secretary Olney 
gave out his sensational interview declaring 
that the President would pay ho attention 
to any action by Congress thé Cameron réso- 
lution was effectually bottled up, for the 
constitutional lawyers in the Senate imme- 
diately abandoned the main issue and de- 
voted themselves from that iime to this 
to a legal wrangle over the respective pow- 
ers of the President and Congress. 

It is practically this very question which 
is now holding up the arbitration treaty by 
the heels,. Senator Sherman and others in 
their anxiety to see the treaty passed in 
some shape readily agreed to all sorts of 
amendments in the hope that the opponents 
of the treaty would be satisfied. 

The Senate has, however, gotten itself into 
a bad tangle over the amendment prepared 
in an entirely friendly manner by Senator 
Turpie. He took the ground that Congress 
was supreme and that the Senate, as the 
treaty-making power, ‘undoubtedly would 
have authority todeclare what subject should 
be submitted to arbitration. When he came 
to formulate this into an amendment it was 
found when put in cold type it had the ap- 
pearance of being a restriction on the con- 
stitutional powers of the President. This 
was exactly what many of the Senators de- 
sired to see, but others declared that if:it 
were passed in that shape the President 
could ignore the partions of the treaty which 
position to his consti- 
tutional right to negctiate treaties with for- 
eign countries, ’

The debate in the Senate today took a 
wide range, and at its conclusion several 
Senators declared that they did not see how 
the treaty could be agreed upon in any sat- 
isfactory shape at the present session. 

There remain until the adjournment of 
Congress only sixteen legislative days, and 
those will be all too few for passing the ap- 
propriation bills which still remain to be con- 
sidered in the Senate, together with the usual 
grist of miscellaneous legislation. By far 
the greater majority of the Senate, there- 
fore, are of the opinion that the proper con- 
sideration cannot possibly be given to the 
treaty in the time remaining, especially in 
view of the grave constitutional questions 
which have been raised and about which the 
best lawyers in the Senate are entirely at 
sea.

When the Senate went into executive ses- 
sion today the constitutional debate’ was 
precipitated by the presentation of the 
amendment by Senator Turpie to the first 
article of the treaty, providing that all ques- 
tions to be submitted to arbitration must 
be considered and proposed by the treaty- 
making power, the President and the 
Senate. 

This was the amendment referred to by 
Senator Sherman yesterday, which he sald 
the Committee on Foreign Relations would 
ropose. While it was not presented as a 
committee amendment, it had the sanction 
of the majority of the members of that com- 
mittee. Senator Turpié stated that he did 
not think the amendment was necessary, 
but it was presentéd to meét the apprehen- 
sions of some Senators who feared that the 
Senate would be stopped from all participa- 
tion in questions rising under the treaty. 

Senator Gray opposéii the amendment on 
the ground that it Was a radical departure 
from the precedents of the past, and that it 
in fact extended the powers of the Senate 
far beyond anything contemplated by the 
Constitution. 

Senator Lodge answered Mr. Gray and as- 
Serted that the amendment would not en- 
large the powers of the Senate, but would 
preserve its right as a part of the treaty- 
making power of the government. 

Senator Hoar made an elaborate presenta- 
tion of the legal side of the question and 
contended thatthe amendment would en- 
large the power of the Senate as asserted 
by Senator Gray. 

Senators Lindsay, Teller, Bacon, Palmer, 
Mills, and others participated in the debate.

One of the most Important pointe was made 
by Senator Chandler, who said that the effect 
of the amendment would be to compel a new 
treaty to begnade every time a subject was to 
be submitted to arbitration. 

Another point raised and discussed at some 
length was whether, in case the Turple 
amendment was adopted, it would mean 
that a majority of the Senate or two-thirds 
of the body showvld pass upon the subject 
proposed for arbitration, This, in view of 
the point made by Senator Chandler, became 
o important factor in the debate during the 

ay. 

Another point was raised that under the 
new amendment it was doubtful whether ar- 
bitration agreements would go to the Senate 
alone or to Congress as a whole, and it was 
shown that in the latter event a majority 
vote only would be necessary.

The different members of the committee 
did not appear to agree ‘On this question, and 
Senator Teller made the point that if the 
members of the committee who were giv- 
ing the subject especial study could not unite 
in an interpretation it was no wonder that 
other Senators, whose time was lafgely 
taken up with other subjects, had difficulty 
in understanding the probable effect of the 
document. He argued from this the neces- 
sity for postponement of further considera- 
tion until Senators could have. time to in- 
vestigate the question more thoroughly than 
it was possible in the rush incident to the 
close of the session. 

Nearly all the Senators who talked had 
something to say about the difficulty of giv- 
ing the treaty the consideration its im- 
portance demanded at this session, and were 
of the opinion that it would be bétter to have 
it go ovér until the next séssion.

When seen last night he seemed bright, and 
chatted freely about his physical condition, 
refusing to state what was his motive. 
When the ordeal began he weighed 127 
pounds, and he has fallen off thirty-two 
pounds. He sleeps about twelve hours every 
day and drinks nothing but warm and cold 
water. . Although somewhat emaciated he 
walks about freely, and spends his day sit- 
ting in a chair or lying on a lounge. Al- 
though a. member of no church he studies 
the Bible for hours.

DEMOCRATIC ASSAULT ON THE AP- 
PROPRIATIONS OF THIS CONGRESS. 


Republicans Confronted by & Condi«+ 
tion and Not a Theory—Battieship 
and Fortifications to Be Provided 
For and Other Large Estimates for 
Rusning Departments Under Dem- 
ocratic Auspices—Contracts Which 
Call for Large Expenditure. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 18.—[Special.}— 
Democratic members of Congress are pre- 
paring for an assault all along the line on 
the score of extravagant appropriations. 
They have figured out that the total for the 
last two years of the Republican House will 
amount to fifty millions over the billion 
dollar mark. 

Chairman Cannon and the other Repub- 
lican leaders freely admit this, but say they 
have been confronted with a condition and 
not a theory. They have had presented to 
them large estimates for running the various 
departments under Democratic auspices. 

They have had to provide the money for 
battleships and fortifications. for coast de- 
fense, while the Democratic administration 
still in power has claimed th® credit for all 
additions to the navy as well as to land 
fortifications. Chafgman Cannon and his 
associates were therefore limited to one or 
two courses. They could refuse to give ap- 
propriations to pay for contracts already 
authorized, and thus keep down the total of 
expenditures below the billion dollar mark, 
leaving it for the Republican administration 
to provide the money. The other alternative, 
which they have adopted, is to make all 
necessary appropriations to clean up existing 
contracts and pressing estimates so that 
the new administration will be enabled to 
start without a burdening legacy of debt 
from the present régime. 

; Speaker Meed’s Efforts. 

Speaker Reed has set his face sternly 
against all appropriations for new public 
buildings and similar schemes for raiding 
the Treasury. He has, however, seén the 
wisdom of providing money to pay for cur- 
rent expenses, more especially as the appro- 
priations bills now under consideration are 
for the first fiscal year of the new adminis- 
tration. Much of the excess of the expend- 
iture is cause by the large river and harbor 
bill passed last year, which provided for 
continuing appropriations in large amounts. 
These have to be provided for annually un- 
less work already begun is to be abandoned. 

This will be more than a “ billion-dollar 
Congress,” but members of Congress are 
gradually becoming bold enough to say 
openly: “The United States has become 
more than a Billion-dollar country.” 

Taking into consideration the standing ap- 
propriations which run from year to year, 
the figures for the two sessions of the Fifty- 
fourth Congress will be, in round numbers, 
probably $1,050,000,000. 

Debate in the House. 

The sundry civil appropriation bill was be- 
fore the House today for general debate. 
Mr. Cannon made the opening statement re- 
garding the measure. It carried $50,064,743, 
or $8,000,000 less than the estimates, and 
$17,500,000 more than carried by the bill for 
the current year. The increase was eéx- 
traordinary, but, he said, easy of explana- 
tion. Of the increase $15,531,000 was for river 
and harbor improvements authorized to be 

laced under contract by the river and har- 
sor bill of one year ago, and $1,620,120 for 
public buildings in the course of construc- 
tion, and $709,300 for the expenses of the 
United States courts. 

Mr. Sayers [Dem., Tex.], taking thesundry 
civil bill as a text, attacked the record of this 
Congress in the matter of expenditures. The 
appropriations for this Congress, he de- 
clared, wou!d reach the unprecedented sum 
of $1,045,000,000. He asserted that it would 
not be in the power of the Republicans of the 
next Congress to pass a tariff bill that would 
raise revenue enough to meet expenditures 
unless the majority of the next Congress re- 


-versed its policy and adopted the old Dem- 


ocratic doctrine of economical expenditure 
of the people’s money. 
Increase in Ten Years. 


He proceeded to draw a contrast between 
the appropriations of 1897 and of 1887 to 
show their increase in a decade. The ap- 
propriations made by the various bills in 
ten years had increased (round figures): 
Postoffice, $38,200,000; sundry civil, $24,000,- 
00Q;: District of Columbia, $2,174,000; Mili- 
tary Academy, $151,000; diplomatic and con- 
sular, $278,000; pensions, $59,253,000; agri- 
cultural, $2,501,000; legislative, executive, 
and judicial, $864,000; Indian, $844,248; naval, 
$14,072,000; river and harbor, $1,175,000, be- 
sides $75,000,000 authorized; and fortifica- 
tions, $7,877,000. The grand total of appro- 
priations in 1887 was $387,330,971, against 
$518,845,104, an increase of $145,924,000. 

Mr. Dockery {Dem., Mo.], who followed 
Mr, Sayers, said that in his opinion the ex- 
penditures of this Congress’ would reach 
£1,050,000,000, but he said he desired to acquit 
the Speaker of the House of any responsi- 
bility. He commended Speaker Reed for his 
‘“‘heroic attitude’’ against this “ riotous 
assault on the Treasury.’ While his party 
was responsible, Speaker Reed, he said, was 
not entitled to share in the odium. 


Hepburn Puts In an Oar. 


Mr.. Catchings [Dem., Miss.] formerly 
Chairman of the River and Harbor commit- 
tee, entered into an elaborate defense of the 
policy of the river and harbor improvements. 

Mr. Hepburn [Rep., Ia.] denounced the last 
river and harbor bill, not because of the ap- 
propriations for great national projects, but 
because, he said, the bill was made the 
‘“‘vehicle of ruthless and reckless expend- 
itures in insignificant improvetments.” Mr. 
Hepburn assailed what he termed the ex- 
travagant appropriations for public build- 
ings. 

The merits of the McKinley law as a reve-— 
nue producing measure were also brought. 
into the debate. Mr.. Hopkins [Rep., Ill.] 
contended that it produced ample revenue, 
while Mr. McMillin [Dem., Tenn.] main- 
tained that for the four years of its operation 
the defielency was $30,000,000.* He defended 
the Wilson law, which. he declared would 
have produced sufficient revenue had not the 
income tax: been declared unconstitutional. 
He was severe in his strictures upon the 
Supreme Court. 

Mr. Grosvenor [Rep., 0.] replied to @r. 
McMillin. He would leave the task of ex- 
coriating the Supreme Court to the gentle- 

an from Tennessee, he said, but he wanted 
fim to remember that the majority of the 
members of that court who held the law to 
be unconstitutional were of the political 
affiliation of the gentleman himself. 

He proceeded to ridicule the present tariff 
law, and said no party would have the hardi- 
hood to return again to the ad valorem.sys- 
tem and the faulty schedules of the Wil- 
son law.

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CHICaGO MEDICS GOING TO RUSSIA 


Extensive Preparations Being Made 
for the International Congress to 
Be Held This Summer at Moseow. 


Chicago will be represented at the Inter- 
national Medical Congress, which will be 
called to ordér in Moscow on Aug. 16 next, 
and will continue in session for a week. 
This congress meets once every three years 
and attracts physicians and surgeons from 
all over the world. The association has a 
membership of néarly 7,000, over 30 per cent 
of whom attend the session, no matter in 
whieh country the congress is held. The 
last Congress convened at Rome. Six years 
ago it was at Berlin, and nine years ago at 
Washington. 

Great preparations are being made for the 
coming congress. It will be under official 
governmental sanction and auspices, and to 
make it a success the Czar has contributed 
150,000 rubles as a portion of a reception and 
entertainment fund. Delegates will be 
given the freedom of the city, accesso court, 
and many privileges not ordinarily accorded 
visitors. 

Officers of the congress are elected by an 
Executive committee before the adjournment 
of one congress and must be residents of 
the country in which the next congress is 
to be held. Thus all the high officials of 
this year’s Congress, elected at Rome are 
Russians, The President, Prof. J.Th. Klein, 
"is one of the most eminent physicians in 
Russia in the Hne of diseases for children. 
The Vice-President is Prof. A. J. Kojekni- 
kow, the Treasurer Prof. N. Th. Filatow, and 
‘the Secretary-General Prof. W. K. Roth. 

The work of the congress is the reception 
and discussion of papers on all branches of 
medicine and surgery and allied sciences, 
such as chemistry, bacteriology; etc. The 
program prepared for the coming congress 
is divided into fifteen sections, and covers 
the following subjects: 

1, anthropology, norm! anatomy, and 
histology: 2, physiology and physiologic 
chemistry; 3, general pathology and patho- 
logic anatomy: 4, general therapeutics and 
pharmacology; 5, internal diseases; 6, dis- 
eases of children: 7, nervous and mental 
diseases; 8, surgery: ?, diseases of the teeth; 
10, military medicine; 11, diseases of the eye: 
12, diséases of the ear; 13, obstetrics and 
gynecology; 14, hygiene; 15, legal medicine. 

One‘of the Chicago delegates to this con- 
gress—in fact, the only one who it is known 
positively will attend—is Dr. Jacob Frank, 
No. 17 Lincoln avenue, surgeon to the St, 
Elizabeth and German Hospitals. it will 
be the twelfth congress he has attended 
and addressed. His paper will be an elab- 
oration on one read by him before the Pan- 
American Congress last year at the Cify of 
Mexico, entitled “A New Contriv ance for 
Intestinal End-to-End Anastomosis.’ 

“It may not be generally knowf,” said 
Dr. Frank last night, “‘ but itisa fagt that 


of intestinal surgery than ali the rest of the 
world put togethe er. This is well recognized 
in the profession.”’ 

This advancement comes largely from the 
inventions of Dr. Murphy, Dr. Senn, and Dr. 
Frank. The latter’s invention, which he willl 
describe and iHustrate to the congress, con- 
sists of two decalcified bone collars, by 
which the ends of an injured intestine are 
hela together until they join firmly in hea 
ing, by which time the bone dissolves and 
passesaway. Heretofore cumbersome metal 
contrivances thave been used. The decal- 
cifled bone apparatus is expected to save 
many lives in army hospitals and other 
places where intestinal surgery isnecessary. 
The colHars are carved from compact bone 
obtained from .the lower hind legs of 4- 
year-old oxen, and then subjected to the 
decalcifying fluid, which consists of a 1 per 
cemt solution of hydrochloric acid. Prior to 
Dr. Frank’s invention the operation of 
suturing an intestine occupied from two to 
three hours. Now it is reduced to from 
eight to fifteen minutes. 

Dr. Frank will leave for the congress in 
June. After the adjournment he will go to 
Siberia, travel thence through Japan and 
China, ‘and return to Chicago via San Fran- 
cisco, the trip occupying about six months.

‘Persistent and relentless withdrawals 

have largely reduced the bank’s available 

resources, and to better protect depositors 

we deem it advisable.to order a suspension 

of businéss for a time.” : 

The suspension was a great surprise tothe 

Helena public, as the bank was considered 

exceptionally strong and conservatively 

managed.

West Superior, Wis., Feb. 13.—The State 
Trust and Savings Bank, capital $25,000, 
passed into «he hands of W. H. Stack as 
receiver this morning. This bank was 
owned by the Fowlers, who are alleged to 
have used it for their own enterprises. The 
capital is said to be completely wiped out. 
The Northwestern National, it is said, will 
not be affected by the failure.

REPUBLICAN CITY CENTRAL COM- 
MITTEE FIXES THE DATE. 


Prtesbeal Will Take Piate on the Day 
Immediately Preceding — After @ 
Contest in Which Chairman Mad- 
den’s Idea Is Rejected, the Prelim- 
inary Arrangements for Alder- 
manic Nominations Are Left to the 
Ward Officials.

Everything is now in readiness for the 
Republican minicipal campaign to begin in 
earnest. The Republicans, will hold their 
city and town conventions on Feb. 26, and 
the primaries will come off on Feb. 25. 

The City Central committee met yesterday 
afternoon and arranged for issuing the of- 
ficial eall tomorrow. Martin B. Madden 
presided, and in some respects it was the 
most important session this body has ever 
had. Nearly all the machine was there. 
William Lorimer, Dr. T. N. Jamieson, and 
John M. Smyth were the only big wheels 
whose absence was particularly noticeable. 
But they were well represented. 

Although not a menther Henry Hertz 
figured largely in the proceedings on a proxy 
from W. C. Eggert, the committeeman for 
his ward, “Jim” Pease, through A. W. 
Pulver, saw to it that his interests did not 
suffer. 

The only fight which brought out a di- 
vision of sentiment was over the manner 
in which Aldermanic primaries and con- 
ventions should be called and conducted, 
Mr. Madden wanted them all incorporated 
in the city cal. On this proposition Mr. 
Hertz, much to the discomfiture of the 
Lorimer and Pease elements, stood with 
him. A. W. Pulver finally put in an amend- 
ment leaving the matter to the respective 
ward committeemen. 

It was nearly 3 o’clock when Chairman 
Madden’ called the committee to order and 
made a speech counseling harmony and 
good nominatiens. 

Roll-call showed only four members ab- 
sent. These were E. R. Brainerd, First 
Ward; Charlies W. Schmidt, Fifth Ward; J. 
J. Banks, Eighth Ward, and W. C. Eggert, 
Fourteenth Ward. Gen, James R. B. Van 
Cleave, E. Magerstadt, Coroner Berz, and 
Henry Hertz represented them on proxies. 

Vacancies in the Twenty-ninth and Thirty- 
fourth Wards had to be filled. The commit- 
teemen selected two years ago had moved 
away, but they named men to fill their 
places, R. J. Shutter of the Twenty-ninth 
appointed Dayton G. Gray, and he was on 
hand, but the ward club down there de- 
cided it wanted M. H, Hayes, and the com- 
mittee put himin. F. C. Roby of the Thirty- 
fourth named ‘* Kit” Gould as his suc- 
cessor, and he was seated. 

Secretary Chott offered a resolution that the 
primaries elect delegates to the city conven- 
tion, to be held on Feb. 26, and that thecon- * 
vention to nominate candidates for Mayor, 
City Clerk, City Treasurer, and City Attor- 
ney be held on Feb. 27; that the primaries 
be conducted under the provisions of the 
Crawford law; that the representation be 
one delegate for every 200 votes, and frac- 
tion of 100 votes, calculated on the basis of 
the Presidential election held on Nov. 3, 1896. 
This would make a convention of something 
ever 1,100 delegates. 

, On motion of James H. Burke, and at the 
suggestion of Chairman Madden, who said 
a great many Republicans had arranged to 
start for Washington | on Feb. 27, the dates 
were changed to Feb. 25 and 26. 

Then came the fight of the day. Madden 
suggested that the call for the several ward 
primaries and conventions to nominate Al- 


. dermanic candidates should be incorporated 


in the call for the city convention. There 
were loud cries of “ No,” but Henry Hertz 
moved that this be done, and immediately 
there was confusion. 

H. C. Farwell of the Twenty-first Ward 
said it would never do to put up men for 
Aldermen so long before the election. His 
explanation was ‘“‘ there are good men who 
have not got enough of ‘ the long green ’ to 
stand any show against those who have in 
a lengthy campaign.’’ 

A. W. Pulver got excited and shot in An 
amendment to the motion, “‘ that the several 
ward committeemen be instructed to call the 
Aldermanic primaries and conventions, pri- 
maries to be held under the law, at such t 
and places as the committeemen may fix.” 
The amendment was carried by a vote of 
20 for to 14 against, the First, Fifth, Sixth, 
Seventh, Eighth, Ninth, Tenth, Eleventh, 
Thirteenth, Fifteenth, Sixteenth, Nineteenth, 
Twentieth, Twenty-first, Twenty-second, 
Twenty-fifth, Twenty-seventh, Twenty- 
eighth, Twenty-ninth, and Thirty-fourth 
Ward Committeemen voting for it. 

It was then moved that judges and clerks 
chosen to act at the city primaries be se- 
lected. for the Aldermanic primaries and that 
the same division of wards into primary dis- 
tricts be accepted. This was defeated 
Complaint was made because of the short 
space of time allowed committeemen to dis- 
trict their wards and name judges and clerks, 
for the. city primaries and convention. They 
must all be handed in by 9 o’clock tomorrow 
morning, as the call must be published to- 
morrow, when the committee will meet. 


HANNA DENIES STORY OF COERCION.

What is regarded as the greatest lot of 
financial junk ever dumped into a court 
was shown in the report of Receiver Metcalf 


on the Dime Savings Bank in the Superior | 


Court yesterday. It took thirty or forty 
pages of close typewriting to tell the court 
all the assets of the broken bank. It will 
take as many years, some say, to get all the 
assets into cash. 
On the mere face of the report the de- 
positors would seem to have no cause for 
elarm. The total assets, not including $59,- 
000 which had been charged off to profit and 
_ loss, were $562,515. There was due 4,188 
depositors when the bank failed $361,414, 
and $86,029 has since been paid out on the 
80 per cent dividend. This leaves a mar- 
gin of eome $200,000 to cover shrinkage in the 
value of the assets. With the $59,000 in 
the profit and loss added that amount rep- 
resents where the money contributed by the 
‘directors since 1893 has gone. The bank 
must have been a hollow mockery when the

JOINT TRAFFIC POOL. 


Eastern Trunk Line Magnates Work- 
ing on a New Scheme—Complete Re- 
organization Will Be Attempted in 
Order te Stop Indiscriminate Rate- 
Cutting and Prelong the Associa- 
tion’s Existence—One Proposition Is 
te Abolish the Board of Managers. 


Eastern trunk line magnates are busily 
engaged if the task of evolving a new pian 
for the future management of the joint 
traffic pool. The existing agreement has 
proved entirely inadequate to secure the 
maintenance of agreed tariffs. The indis- 
criminate rate cutting indulged in by most 
of the roads during the last two or three 
weeks has brought the pool to the verge of 
dissolution, and a complete reorganization 
will be attempted in order to prolong its ex- 
istence. : 

At the meeting of the Board of Control 
(Presidents) preliminary steps were taken to 
effect a reorganization of the traffic pool. 
Five Presidents were appointed to revise 
the present agreement and report to an ad- 
journed meeting to be hejd in New York City 
on March 2. Among the principal changeg 
this committee will recommend is a reorgan- 
ligation of the Board of Managers, and the 
adoption of other measures which will ren- 
der the association machinery less cumber- 
some in iis working and more responsive to 
contingencies which an ever changing situa- 
tion presents. 

As the association is at present constituted 
its machinery has proved itself altogether 
tea hidebound, inflexible, and inelastic to 
meet the necessities of cases. The red-tape 
mnethods of the Board of Managers and the 
arbitrary ways of the Commissioner have 
been the cause of endless annoyance and 


exercise of good judgment much of the busi 
nese which" has been diverted to the rulf and 
other new channels could have been saved to 
the pooi lines. 

One of the propositions the committee of 
Presidents is now considering, and which 
stands a good chance of adoption by the 
meeting of the “ gentlemen ”’’ on March 2, is 
to abolish the present Board of Managers of 
ten—one for each system of roads—and in 
its place establish a Board of Commissioners 
of five members, who shall not be connected 
with any of the goads in the pool. The Chair- 
man of this board is to be the chief executive 
officer of the association. This position will 
probably go to J. F. Goddard, formerly Com- 
missioner of the Trunk Line Association. 

The Board of Arbitration, of which Mr. 
Goddard is now the Chairman, is to be dis- 
pensed with, and all appeals from the Board 
of Commissioners are to go direct to the 
Board of Control (Presidents), whose decis- 
ion is to be final. 

This plan has the earnest support of Frank 
Thomson,.the new President of the Penn- 
syivania company. He insists that some- 
thing of this sort has to be done, or the 
Pennsylvania will withdraw from the pool.

years. A man may tie his property up for 
twenty-one years from the death of the 
youngest heir living’ at the time his will is 
made, but he cannot legally exceed this 
limit by a week or even a day. If he does 
the courts will set the entire will aside, and 
order a division of the property among the 
legal heirs without regard for the likes or 
dislikes or wishes of the testator. This is 
what has been done in the case of Mr. Wood's | 
will, and the son Frederick, whom he sought 
to cut off, is to have his share of the estate. 


Queer Contracts with Lawyers. 


Confined as he is in San Quentin Prison, 
Frederick Wood gave much thought ‘to his 
father’s will when notified of its provisions. 
and consulted with lawyers on the chances 
of breaking it. With several of these law- 
vers, notably with James W. Cochrane of 
San Rafael, Cal., he made contracts to take 
up his case on a contingent fee of 50 per cent 
of the amount they could recover. Copies 
of these contracts and the assignments made 
to protect the lawyers are now on file in the * 
Probate Court in this city. What his object 
was in making contracts of this nature with 
so many different lawyers is unexplainabl: 
except on the hypothesis that he worried 
under the délay necessarily attendant upor 
litigation of this kind, and, thinking those 
he had retained were not doing mug@h for 
him, kept throwing them aside and makine 
similar agreements with each new comer. 
He did not, however, file revocations of any 
of the contracts, and as a consequence al! 
of them stand and are in force, This puts 
Wood in a peculiar position so far as any 
immediate chance of getting his money is 
concerned. The Probate Court of Cook Coun- 
ty has ordered a partial distribution of the 
estaie, but his part is tiled up by his own 
acts, ard is liable to stay tied up until settle- 
ments are made with his various lawyers 
and réieases obtained. It is supposed by 
those who have been keeping track of the 
litigation in this State that it was this feat- 
ure of the matter Wood had in mind when he 
charged certain lawyers were in a con- 
spiracy to have him declared insane so as 
to keep him under restraint and get posses- 
sion of his share of the estate. . 


May Never/Get a Dollar. 


For the thirteen years he has been in 
prison Wood has been penniless and utterly 
without tne means to bring his case properly 
before the Governor on an application for 
a pardon. It was the desire to get funds 
for this purpose that made him so anxious 
to break the will, and now that the courts 
have decided the document is invalid, the 
knowledge of his share being impounded and 
tied up makes his lot ali the more unbear- 
able. There is money awaiting his order in 
Chicago—or would be if he had not given 
lawyers liens upon it—and yet to all practical 
purposes he is just as poor as he was before 
the will was broken. , 

A queer phase of the Ghse is that Wood's 
lawyers have done nothing to help him 
recfire his rights so far as the proceedings 
in the Ilinois courts are concerned. The 
validity of the will was attacked by some of 
the other direct heirs tn this city, who were 
Gissatisfied with the annuity provision. 
They joined forces andi engaged attorneys 
here who fought the matter through the 
various courts up to the Supreme bench and 
obtained tine decision that thé twenty-five 
year trust clause made the testament in-* 
valid. Wood's interests would have been 
just as well protected if he had simply sat 
stiill_and done nothing, as one of tHe other 
heirs did. His share would have been 
awarded to him just the same and he would 
have had no troublesome contracts to annul, 
if annul them he can. It is the opinion of 
lawyers here that he will havea great deal 
of trouble over this phase of the case and 
— never be able to clear it up satisfac- 

y. 


Crushed by His Prison Life. 


Under these conditions Wood ts changing 
fast in appearance and disposition. Chicago 
people who remember him well recall him 
as a neat and rather pleasing youtg man fn 
looks and actions. He was a good dresser, 
polite in his manner, and had an assurance 
born of contact with the world. Even when 
he was playing the role of a top-notcher 
among the sports those who knew him would 
give open expression to the rem that “it 
is a shame Fred. Wood@'ts going A devi! 
so fast, because he is such a nice fellow, and 
has the makitig of a smart business-man in 
him. Today he is a physical wreck. 
Broken and cowed in spirit, with dull, fishy- 
blue eyes that betoken no excess of intelli- 
gence, a freckled skin of parchment shade, 
and mustache and hair of tawny, dirty yel- 
low, Convict No. 16,727 bears no outward re- 
semblance to the dashing young blood who 
was once popular in Chicago. Inmates of 
the San ‘Quentin Penitentiary are allowed 
to wear mustaches or beards as a sort of re- 
ward for good behavior. Wood won the right 
to. Wear a mustache ‘in this way before he 
heard of the breaking of his father’s will, 
and it is the one thing ‘he seems to be proud 
of as heshambles with listless step about the 
corridors of thaf gloomy and forbidding pile. 


RAN AWAY WITH A- GREAT FORTUNE. 


Horses Were the Cu] prits and They Did 
It Without Criminal Intent—De- 
tails of an Exciting Experience. 


“ How'd you like to be in a runaway with 
$250,000 to look after?” asked an express 
solicitor of a reporter for THE TRIBUNE re- 
cently, and without waiting for an answer 
he related the following incident: 

“One evening recently our company re- 
ceived word that a pay-roll of one of Chi- 
cago’s big manufacturing plants had been 
made up at a certain bank, and’an order was 
given to go there and get the cash box con- 
taining the money, convey it to our general 
office, there to be kept over night, and to 
deliver it at the works on Archer avenue 
early the next morning. The money was 
carried to the office safe enough, and the 
next morning I started to make the delivery 
in one of our wagons, to which was hitched 
a pair of high-strung iron-grays ‘that had 
been in from the country only a few days.

Irving is an artist in his way and he 
never becomes yulgar, so that he has not 
yet been guilty of putting anything on the 
stage Sautvalent to what is now known as 
the “ tank drama,” but he occasionally gets 
pertlously near it. Mor er, his brilliant 
scenic effects are simply intended to throw 
dust in the eyes of the public, who could not 
otherwise be induced to go to see Shaks- 
peare’s plays. In other words, by means of 
this appeal to the eye, Irving has for years 
been foisting nothing but revivals upon the 
theater-goers of London, while all the time 
he might have been doing something to de- 
velop the modern drama. He is not so bad 
in this respect as Mr. Jefferson, who for 
years has been playing the same old pleces 


just because they draw audiences, careless 
of the fact that he has a responsibility in 
the matter beyond the mere commercial! as- 
pect of the affair. Irving, however, has 
gained the reputation of pushing forward, 
wirereas he is really doing his best to avoid 
the modern dramatist and revel in the past. 

I do not suppose that Irving and Terry ever 
will seriously attempt an Ibsen play, but 
they might at least lend their influence to 
encourage an ‘advance beyond mere scenic 
structure,

Owing to the exigencies of the French 
drama as presented by Fanny Davenport 
atid Olga Nethersole, I have been unable to 
see “ The Jucklins’’ since the opening night 
and I am told that many improvements have 
been made in the book. No amount of-im- 
provement,"howevcr, can do away with the 
radical absurdity of a central figure that 
has nothing in the world to do with the real 
plot. It is, in fact, a sort of combined per- 
formance such as one might see at Hopkins’ 
South Side Theater. 

First of all, there is a melodrama of the 
most etereotyped sort, performed by a com- 
pany not much superior, if at all, to Hopkins’ 
stock company. Then there are variety acts, 
chief among them being the wonderful per- 
formance of Mr. Robson’s trained roosters, 
and lastly there is a comic character sketch 
played with great success by Mr. Robson 
himself. 

All this is very well in its way, but it Goes 


not go to constitute a piece good enough for 


continued success in a first-class theater. 
Mr. Robson shows & great deal of real comic 
talent as ‘‘ Lem Jucklin,’’ but he cannot 
make the character attractive. Indeed when 
dem comes into the room in the third act 
with his hands covered with blood gathered 
in a fight to the finish, while his son {s lying 
in jail accused of murder, the effect is simply 
disgusting. Mr. Opie Read wrote a charm- 
ing story, but the book has been strangely 
distorted tn the adaptation.

THE FIGHT OVER PRIMARY JUDGES. 

The desirability of a change in the primary 
election law is clear in the light of what is 
going on in the Twenty-fifth Ward. There 
is a dispute over the selection of the Repub- 
lican judges and clerks of election in that 
ward who are to serve for the ensuing year. 

This dispute grows out of the fact that 
when primaries are held under the Crawford 
law regular election judges and clerks must 
serve at the primaries. Therefore, whoever 
has the selecting of the election judges and 
clerks can, if he chooses, pick out men who 
will do his will and return the delegates he 


Sheriff Pease, who wants to run the Twen- 
ty-fifth Ward, but whose Republican voters 
do not wish to be run by him, as they have 
shown on several occasions, sent in his list 
to the Blection Oommissioners. It is 
claimed that many of those on it are in- 
eligible, because they are not householders 
or are officeholders. It is claimed that all 
of them will do what the Sheriff wants 
them to. 

Another list of judges and clerks, pre- 
pared by men who are not friendl$ to the 
Sheriff, was also submitted to the Election 
Commissioners. The Commissioners did 
not attempt to examine into the qualifica- 
tions for election judges and clerks of the 
men whose names had been handed in by 
the two factions. It did not make any effort 
to pick out the best men. It simply |ap- 
pointed those on the Pease list, because they 
had been recommended by the Executive 
committee and were “ regular.” 

This decision was in accordance with a” 
rule which the board adopted some time ago 
for the purpose of avoiding trouble. It did 
not want to decide which of two factions 
might be entitled to recognition, and hence 
determined to appoint the judges recom- 
mended by the side which had the “ O. K.” 
of the Executive committee. 

This would be a matter of no conse- 
quence if all the persons selected had to do 
was to act as judges and clerks at a regular 
election. Probably all the nominees would 
be good Republicans and reasonably com- 
petent. But if the same men did not act at 
regular and primary elections there would 
not be any contest over their appointment. 

As the case stands the Executive com- 
mittee—that is, the machine—runs the 
Twenty-fifth Ward primaries, and the 
voters of the ward have no say in the mat- 
ter. If the primaries are not held uuder 
the Crawford law the Sheriff selects the 
judges, and they make what returns he 
pleases. If the primaries are held under 
the Crawford law the’ Sheriff selects the 
judges, and they can make fraudulent) re- 
turns with safety if they desire, because 
the penalties for a violation of the law are 
a sham and a fraud. 

The Crawford law has become a farce, 
It enables the boss who/owns the commit- 
teeman for a ward to retain his hold on it 
and its delegates afid to claim that every- 
thing has been done in strict accordance 
with law. The Election Commissioners 
decline to interfer@ and announce that they 
are always on the side of the Executive 
committee. 

Why should they be? They are not 
obliged to take anybody’s list. The law 
leaves the matter entirely in their hands. 
When there is such a contest as that in the 
Twenty-fifth Ward the Commissioners can 
choose the judges and clerks themselves, 
picking out men who are Republicans and 
who. will make good election officials. The 
Commissioners need not try to find out 
whether they are for or against Pease. . 

This year the County Judge has come to 
the aid of those who want honest primaries. 
He has invited “all public-spirited citi- 
zens ”’ to object to the confirmation of any 
person whom they know is not qualified— 
is not of good repute and character, etc. 

This will give the Twenty-fifth- Warders 
a chance to have the machine list of judges 
and clerks purged of the names of men 
who are officeholders, and therefore dis- 
qualified, or who have been selected, though 
incompetont, solely because they will obey 
orders. 

If the Republicans of the T'wenty-fifth 
and other wards want honest primaries 
they will accept Judge Carter’s invitation 
and hand in their objections before next 
Saturday.

THE MARQUETTE CLUB’S BANQUET. 

The Marquette club, which has taken 
upon itself to celebrate the anniversary of 
Abraham Lincoln’s birthday, to cherish his 
memory, and to illustrate his teachings, has 
once more performed that gracious and lov- 
ing service with a ceremony quite as re- 
markable as any of its predecessors. Upon 
this occasion, with three exceptions, the 
speakers were Governors. The exceptions 
were Lieut.-Gov. Nurthcott of Illinois, who 
represented Gov. Tanner; Mayor Swift, and 
Albert J. Beveridge, the brilliant young ora- 
tor of Indiana. And rarely has a more 
glowing tribute been paid to Lincoln’s mem- 
ory than the following, uttered by Mr. Bev- 
eridge: ° 

And so his mission was conservatism—to pre- 
serv: free inetitutions. Every act of his life was 
directed to thatend. Every emancipation was an 
incident in conserving the institutions which Wash- 
ington and Hamilton had given to his keeping. 
Withstanding all extremes; using, with the skill 
of inspiration, aj! the scattered materials of con- 

_servatism; keeping close to the heart of the plain 
peopie, and thus close to the heart of the Infinite; 
patient as nature; forgiving as the Son of Man: 
waiting for God’s great hour to strike; restrain- 
ing fanatics who insisted that their hour should be 
God's hour, their way God's way; waiting, even 
amid war's wild delirium, the sure workings of 
natural processes; with poise entirely divine and 
undisturbed—Abraham Lincoln, the ideal Repub- 
lican, stands in history the mightiest conservative 
of time. 

There was a notable array of Governors. 
Gov. Pingree of Michigan had a little to 
say about Lincoln and a good deal to say 
about Gov. Pingree’s fads and hobbies, but 
even when eulogizing these Gov. Pingree is 
always unique and picturesque. Gov. Lip- 
pitt of littl Rhode Island spoke on “ The 
Grand Old Party,” which was created “ to 
secure to the labor of a large section of the 
country personal liberty arid the right to 
enjoy the wages of its toil.” Gov. Drake de- 
fended the loyalty of lowa to the Republic 
an party.

MR. GAGE’S GOOD-BY TO THE BANKERS. 

Last evening Mr. Lyman J. Gage said 
his parting words to the Bankers’ club and 
to thecity with which he has been associated 


so many years. His graceful address was 


largély in the nature of a reminiscence, but 
none the less significant.on that account. 
He went back to the time forty-one years 
ago when he came to this city, a young man 
of 19, and “ caught the infection of enthusi- 
asm which seemed to animate every one of 
the 60,000 people.” . He traced the growth 
of the city up to the time ofethe panic of 
1857 growing out of the too rapid develop- 
ment of the country and the abuse of cred- 
its. He glanced at the war time, with its 
temporary prosperity, shown in increased 
wages, prices, and profits, its exploitation of 
speculation, its vast expenditures and enor- 
mous debt. ‘Then came the “ headache 
period ” in 1873. “ Ruined banks, ruined 
merchants, closed factories, and idle work- 
men again mourned together over the per- 
ished simulacrum of ‘ prosperity.’ ” 

“The path of return from unrhtural 
courses,”’ said Mr. Gage, “is always pain- 
ful.””’ The truth of the statement is found 
in the national experience from ’73 to '79. 
Then, with the resumption of specie pay- 
ments, came prosperity for fourteen years, 
which Mr. Gage touched upon, as well as 
upon the culminating disasters of 1893. “he 
fire episode of 1871, and the glories ot the 
White City, in which he bore so prominent 
apaft. In the courage and faith of Chicago 
during the fire period he finds a lesson. 
“Let their successors evidence the same 
sublime qualities in themselves. Whatever 
may at the moment suggest depression and 
discouragement a broader outlook will cor- 
rect.” And again: “If we now suffer 
nature is not to be blamed. She has been 
more generous to us thun to any other peo- 
ple. Let us rather recognize our own 
ignorance and folly and learn, as we must 
and will learn, how to live in obedience to the 
finer laws of industry, commerce, and social 
economics.” From the experiences of the 
World’s Columbian Exposition he also reads 
a useful lesson. “ Cannot the record of the 
three years in Jackson Park be repeated, 
not for three but for thirty years, in our 
larger municipal life? It is to the possibil- 
ity of this we should aspire and to the reali- 
zation of this we should strenuously strive.” 

Mr. Gage’s address was almost strictly a 
home address. It was a good-by to intimate 
friends, to business associates, and to the 
city he has loved and served so well and 
nobly. It had little reference to the higher 
position he is so soon to occupy. It con- 
tained no announcement of this or that pol- 
icy. Modestly he says in closing: 


Chicago has been good to me-—more kind than 
Her people, all of 


them, are dear to me; their increase in happi- 
ness will incréase my happiness. I am now to 
face larger duties and higher responsibilities. 
My horizon cannot be closed by the limits of our 
city. The burdens of the whole country must 
be my burdens, and local attachments must be 
subordinated to the larger fealty. 

It is a graeeful, modest, simple good-by 
which Mr. Gage says to Chicago, and Chi- 
cago, proud of her representative in the 
Cabinet, implicitly trusting him also, wishes 
him good-by and godspeed, confident that 
he will be the right man in the right place. 


SCHOOL FOR THE OCCULT IN CALIFORNIA. 

Theosophy is on the point of realizing the 
destiny appointed for it a few million years 
ago, and will take possession in tangible 
fashion of one of the beauty spots of the 
world, which has been reserved by occult 
forces for its aggrandizement.

temple is to be erected. 

These interesting circumstances might 
easily have been lost to history in the lapse 
of millions of years if the actors in the 
early drama had not displayed the pru- 
dence of so arranging their chains of re- 
incarnations that the leaders in the present 
movement are in reality only these crafty 
old sages restored in new bodily manifesta- 
tions. Mrs. Ik. A. Tingley, the present 
high priestess of theosophy, and the chosen 
disciples who accompanied her in a mis- 
sionary tour of the world, have arrived in 
San Francisco from the Qrient, and will 
take a prominent part in the ceremony to 
be held within a few days. The building 
which is to receive its dedication is igtended 
to be only one of a group, the rest to be 
constructed as fast as converts to the [aith 
can be made whose enthusiasm will be 
shown on a cash basis. The prospectus of 
the school verifies the assumption that the 
course of instruction is to be along entirely 
novel linés. No time will be wasted on any 
subjects pertaining to the brief span of 
life as understood by ordinary mortals. 
For. instance, the fascinating proposition is 
set forth that “every person can develop 
the power of leaving his body at will if he 
pursues a certain training. To such the 
possibility of existence separate from the 
body becomes a fact, and,the question of 
soul is no longer a theory.” | 

The lack of reservation in this assertion is 
its most assuring feature. It is not the 
announcement of a theory. It is not spec- 
lation. The theosophists declare it is a 
fact, and they do it boldly, because they 
happen to know all about it. That is a 
phase of theosophy which enables its dey- 
otees to solve all occult problems so easily 
and to surmount all ordinary or extraor- 
dinary difficulties with serenity. They dis- 
pose of the most amazing propositions with- 
out hesitation by simply “knowing” the 
facts, which obviates in their minds any 
necessity for further argument. 

In this same spirit the prospectus con- 
tinues: “One principal thing that will be 
proved is that there is no such thing as 
empty space, but that seeming voids are 
thronged with intelligent life—intelligegces, 
gods, powers, and entities of varied degrees 
of consciousness, extending in an ever- 
ascending scale from the consciousness of 
an atom to the omniscience of the Supreme. 
All the laws of nature are executed by 
"these intelligences and all forces are di- 
‘rected by intelligent regents.” This should 

a great labor-saving agency to scientists 


plained in this simple manner. It would be 


a very pretty theory. if it did not happen 
to come within the alj-embracing range of 
theosophical knowledge, thus becoming 
merely a demonstrable fact. 

But it would be idle to enumerate every- 
thing that the theosophists know, and they 
seem to appreciate the hopelessness of such 
an undertaking in the general announcement 
that “in a nutshell the object of a student 
will be to gain an ultimate perfection by 
first understanding the laws of life and the 
universe, and then by gradually enlarging 
and expanding his sympathies and con- 


‘sciousness until he attains to a feeling of 


oneness with the whole of nature.” That 
is all there is to it, and nothing could be 
simpler or plainer. The student begins by 
merely “ understanding the laws of life and 
the universe.” After that little detail is 
arranged he encourages a “ feeling of one- 
ness with the whole of nature.” And while 
he is performing this trifling miracle he 
relieves the monotony of school life by 
leaving his body, whenever he gets that 
“tired feeling,” and going forth for a ram- 
ble with the other intelligences in the air. 

The really ingenious part of this program 
is that the school life is supposed to last for 
an indefinite number of centuries. There 
is no opening for a student to demand his 
money back or enter any other form of 
protest for failure to acquire that “ oneness 
with nature ” or any of the other attributes 
of perfection. He will be informed with 
theosophical politeness that he will not be- 
gin to show progress until perhaps the third 
reincarnation hence, or, if he is a particular- 
ly “hard citizen” in a material sense, it 
may require the passage of many centuries 
before he can enjoy the delectation of the 
elect. The new school, thus equipped with 
universal knowledge and protection against 
any chance of not giving satisfaction, ought 
to find enough sanguine and misguided souls 
to insure it a thriving existence. 
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SAVE THE TERRAPIN FOR PHILA- 
DELPHIA. 

A series of large gastronomic events in the 
East, some of which have been held, but the 
majority of which are yet to come, has 
made such a heavy demand on the terrapin 
supply that already one note of alarm has 
been sounded by a contemporary in Balti- 
more, and other similar notes can be ex- 
pected from contemporaries in other inter- 
ested cities. There is a danger that the 
diamond-backed feptile will be hauled out of 
the water in such profusion that the family 
illustrious among certain epicures will be 
reduced to such a limited representation as 
practically to be extinct. 

It appears that a movement has been 
dragging along for some time in Baitimore 
to protect these delectable tortoises from ill- 
considered greed, but it will have been born 
too late unless it acts in time to forestall 
some of these contemplated feats of terrapin 
consumption. The effect of such an abrupt 
cessation of an adequate malaclemmys sup- 
ply would be particularly severe in Phila- 
delphia, and the moral future of its citizens 
demands some drastic measures of protec- 
tion. 

The eminent terrapin authority, J. W. 
Formay, has pertinently said: “ Terrapin is 
essentially a Philadelphia dish. Baltimore 
delights in it, Washington eats it, New 
York knows it, but in Philadelphia it ap- 
proaches a crime not to be passionately fond 
of it.” It would be disagreeable to find 
Baltimore bereft of this source of delight, but 
probably its versatile citizens would prompt- 
ly install some other palatable dish in the 
place of honor. No regrets need be wasted 
on Washington or New York, for their 
acquaintance with the pleasing reptile is 
comparatively slight. But Philadelphia's 
position is critical, for there the terrapin has 
become embodied in the administration of 
the moral law. 

It is easy to see that a passionate fondness 
cannot be sustained long if it is deprived of 
the beloved object to feed upon, and the 
inevitable consequence must be that an era 
of unrestrained crime will follow. Phila- 
delphia must be saved from this untoward 
fate at any cost. An-immediate remedial 
act would be to divert the entire present 
terrapin supply to Philadelphia. Let Balti- 
more surrender a mere passing delight, 
which consists only of a tickled palate and 
has no bearing on the moral welfare of the 
community. Let Washington stop eating 
the precious reptile, which in the capital is 
only a means of sustaining life, an end that 
could be better subserved with roast beef. 
Let New York drop the acquaintance, which 
seems to be only pasbing at the best. Then 
Philadelphia can have its fill of the moral im- 
pulse and still leave enough of the paddling 
creatures in their tidewater resorts to keep 
up tne luster and profusion of the tortoise 


family. 
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BRYAN WANTS A FREE SILVER MAYOR. 

Not having been allowed to regulate the 
affairs of. the United States, William J. 
Bryan of Lincoln, Neb., has undertaken to 
regulate the affairs of the City of Chicago 
by designating the kind of person he wants 
chosen Mayor month after,next. 

Bryan was in this city last week and no- 
tified his followers that he wanted “ to see 
the. next Mayor of Chicago a silver man,” 
and would like to see every office in the city 
filled by a free silverite. He does not want 
any gold man to hold any office. 

Bryan's instructions as to the proper sort 
of candidate for the Mayoralty will be 
obeyed religiously by that organization 
which calls itself Democratic. Some man 
will be chosen because he voted and talked 
for Bryan and 50-cent dollars last year. 
Whoever was “ disloyal” then or was not 
openly and noisily “loyal” will be given 
the cold shoulder, no matter how well quali- 
fied he may be otherwise. 

The Democratic city convention may be 
expected to nominate free silver candidates 
for Mayor, City Attorney, Treasurer, and 
Clerk, ona free silver platform. Those can- 
didates can repeat the free silver arguments 
of last summer and fall, and ask the Chi- 
cago voters to elect them because they are 
in favor of the repudiation of debts and the 
cutting down of the wages of labor one- 
half. | 

To carry out Bryan’s orders fully the 
Democrats must select only avowed free 
silvéerites as candidates for Aldermanic and 
town offices. Even those who are picked 
out‘to run as constables must prove that 
they believe in a dishonest currency. Every 
Democrat who believes in an honest dollar 
must be proscribed. Those are Bryan’s 
orders. : 

“It had been the expectation of most Chi- 
cagoans until Bryan issued his orders that 
the municipal election to be ‘held in April 
would turn on local issues, and that it was

WOMEN AS WAGE WORKERS. 

The Department of Labor has just con- 
cluded ah investigation, made at the request 
of Congress, to ascertain whether women 
are superseding men as wage-earners iu 
manufacturing pursuits, and, if so, to what 
extent. It appears from the report, which 
has just been made public, that the in- 
crease in the number of female employés 
during the last ten years has been greater 
than that of males. This is in accordancé 
with the showing of the last three censuses. 

The information on which the report is 
based was obtained from less than a thou- 
sand establishments, git they are scattered 
over thirty States and have so many em- 


ployés that the figures furnished by! them’ 


may be taken as representing fairly the 
general situation for the manufacturing 
industries covered. 

Ten years ago these establishments which 
reported had 64,560 employés. They had 
in 1895-’96 108,643 employés. The number 
of womén over 18 had increased 66,3 per 
cent, and of women under 18 89.1 per cent. 
The increase in the number of male em- 
ployés over 18 was 63.1 per cent, and of 
males under that age 80.6 per cent.. The 
women have been gaining on the men and 
the juniors on the seniors. There is: more 
work than there was ten years ago, but 
women have secured thearger share of it. 

It has been contended that married 
women have either supplanted their hus- 
bands as wWage-workers because | they 
worked for less, or have been compelled to 
work like their husbands, and supplement 
the wages of the latter, to support the 
household. Much has been said about the 
evil effects of this on family life. But the 
data collected by the Department of Labor 
do not support this claim. 

Of the 79,987 women employed, of whom 
45,162 were 18 or over, 88.7 per cent! were 
single, 8.5 per cent were married, ard 2.5 
per cent were divorced and presumptively 
had to support themselves. Of  thosa who 
are married many undoubtedly have drunk- 
en or worthless husbands, and hence are 
compelled to take care of themselves. 

No one who has observed the increase in 
the number of women wage-earners during 
the last sixty years will be surprised at the 
increase during the last ten years. The day 


when women could find work only on the. 


farm or in domestic service has gone for- 
ever. | 

The reasons why women should be given 
employment in manufacturing industries 
on an increasing scale are apparent. The 
greater division of labor, which is the re 
sult of new methods of production, has 
made places where their services could be 
utilized. Mechanical improvements’ have 
lessened the amount of physical exertion 
required of employés and have made it pos- 
sible to utilize the weaker sex. : 

The women are more trustworthy. ‘They 
do not get drunk. They are not so likely to 
go on strikes. They learn more rapidly and 
they stick to their work more closely. | And, 
in addition to that, they work more cheap- 
ly. Possibly they can afford to do so, since 
they do not feel it necessary to expend any 
part of their earnings on beer, whisky, and 
tobacco, 

According to the report, out of a given 
number of instances where men and women 
work at the same occupation and perform 
their work with the same degree of efficien- 
cy the men receive greater pay in 76:1 per 
cent of the instances and women in 16.5 per 
cent. Where males over and under 18 do 
the same kind of work with equal efficiency 
79.8 per cent of the former get the greater 
ae 
Labor leaders claim that men get more 
than women do because they are organized 
and are thus in a better position to fight for 
high wages. Others contend that as on the 
average the needs of women workers are 
less than those of men they are willing to 
work for less. 

- THB ALLEGED SCARCITY OF MEN. 

It is stated in dispatches from New York 
‘hat one of the strangest features of the 
late Bradley Martin function was the pres- 
ence of many men unknown to society. It 
is nlso stated that the hostess was so dis- 
tracted about the lack of men that invita- 
tions to the ball could be had for the asking 
by male applicants; that they were peiidled 
about in the clubs and other places where 
male beings congregate; and that matrons 
were supplied with invitation cards and 
given carte blanche to distribute them 
among their male acquaintances. 

Undoubtedly there is more truth than 
poetry in this statement. Itisa tale of woe 
which is told even of functions much less 
glittering than the Bradley Martin affair. 
The same piteous cry goes up from balls, 
parties, and receptions of all sorts. The 
wail is heard from watering places and 
mountain resorts. In these latter places, 
indeed, a man is growing to be a curiosity, 
and when once he appears he is embar- 
rassed by the multitudinous rush to secure 
and monopolize him by summer girls of 
various age aud experience. Where once 
men and women were accustomed to min; 
gle, and every woman could find from one 
to a dozen chevaliers, it is now woinan, 
woman everywhere, and the bewildered 
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*male. being who appears upon the scene 


needs the services of more than one experi- 
enced and’ wily chaperon to protect him 
from the female push. Wither the men 
resolutely adhere to their avocations or 
they take to the woods to commune with 
the visible forms of nature, leaving lovely 
woman to hustle for herself—which she 
seems entirely capable of doing. 

Some of the causes of this female swarm- 
ery lie upon the surface. Like nearly 
everything else in this world it may be at- 
tributed in part to evolution. What is 
known as. the fin de siécle progress of 
woman, her emancipation from masculine 
dependence and so-called tyranny, her 
larger share of self-reliance, her resolute 
intention to assert her ability to stand 
alone, her throwing off of the yoke of do- 
mestic servitude, and her bold inyasions 
into the realm of masculine habits, dress, 
privileges, and prerogatives—all these have 
tended not to embitter but to discourage 
and to frighten men. The outcome has been 
that more and more women are flocking to- 
gether, enthusiastically exulting in their 
independence. The ivies no longer cling to 
the oaks. They cling together, while the 
oaks stand by in mute wonder, if not in 


alarm. A glance at the society columns of: 


any prominent city newspaper will tell the 
« There will be an almost endless list 


decide what to do with both, etc., ete. In 
all this there is nothing out of the way. It 
is the visible sign of the advancement of 
woman in her evolutionary prog and 
of her rapid strides towards absolute eman- 
cipation from man. But the cost which 
she pays may also be computed by glaffcing 
at these same society columns. It is within 
the memory of every one when each func- 
tion was. followed by the familiar phrase: 
“Among those present were Mr. and Mrs. 
——,” this followed by a list of misses, 
with an equal list of eligible and nice young 
gentlemen. Now the “Mr.” has almost 
entitely disappeared, and the nice young 
gentleman also. The abbreviation can 
hardly be found in a column of society 
news. This, however, is not because men 
are scarce. They are as plentiful a8 ever. 
It means that they are taking to the woods, 
or lying low at home, victims of abject fear 
or hopeless depression, if not of complete 
domestic subjugation. 

If it should be asked why they should 
take to the woods the answer is not far to 
find. - They are afraid. They have no longer 
the spirit of men. Thackeray in his “ Henry 
Eemond ” boldly affirms that women were 
abused in the days of William by their hus- 
bands because the latter knew their wives 
were smarter than they. If that were soin 
a period of English history when women 
were not particularly brght is it to be won- 
dered at that thie peculiar condition of 
things reveals iteelf nowadays when women 
are fairly coruscatihg and leading in nearly 
every reform and fad and cult? The men 
know their inferiority. They are not brutes, 
however, as they were in Williaan’e day. 
They do not beat and bully their wives be- 
cause the latter are so much smarter. On 
the other hand, the pageant paralyzesthem. 
They are afraid. They hide in various re- 
treats. They sing stnall. They no longer 
boldly venture into assemblies where they 
were wont to congregate and to monopolize 
conversation, sure to find women who es- 
teemed it a privilege to cling to them, to 
burn incense before them, and acknowledge 
them lords of creation. They know they are 
no longer lords of creation. They know 
that Eve is avenged. They recognize that 
the coming woman has come and that they 
can’t keep up with her. So one after an- 
other, dejected and dispirited and with 
a certain amount of fear, they fall out of 
the ranks and leave lovely woman. master 
of all she surveys, including themselves,

IN A ROLLING PALACE, 


CAR IN WHICH MAJ. M’KINLEY WILL 


THAVEL TO HIS INAUGURATION, 


Tendered to the President-Elect by. 


John F. Miller—It Insures Absolute 
Safety and Comfort—It Is an Inde- 
structible Box of Steel and Oak and 
Proof Against Accidents—W onder- 
fal Interior Appointments and 
Furnishings. 


RESIDENT-ELECT McKINLEY will 
travel to his inauguration in what is 
probably the mot ingeniously put up 
rolling palace known to the railroad 

world. It is certain that no safer nor more 
luxurious means could be offered the future 
Executive for the trip from his home at 
Canton to the future scene of his activities 


at the Nation’s Capital. 

The private car, which is known by tho 
modest name of No. 388, belongs to John F. 
Miller, General Superintendent of the Pan- 
Handle cle ‘wink of Pittsburg. He aad it 
built to suit his peauliar ideas, and in it he 
has combined many unique designs. 

John F. Miller is known to the railroad fra- 
ternity everywhere, and is exceedingly pop- 
ular. Some years ago he conceived the idea 
of building a private cdr which would be as 
near proof against accidents as possible. 
For years he meditated ep plans, improve- 
ments, and suggestions, until at last he em- 
bodied them all in private car “‘ No. 38." It 
took thirteen months to build the car, but 
that is no reason why it should be considered 
unlucky. 


Proof Against Smashing. 


The walls of it are of white oak, planked 


solid, ‘instead of the usual studding. Tf tt 
should roll down an embankment the sides 
would not break, and it would resist almost 
any kind of shock fin a collision. The top is 
a double framework of steel, and the ceiling 
is thoroughly cushiéned. If the car, there- 
fore, rolls over and over, those inside would 
not be seriously bruised. The floor is four 
thicknesses of heavy white oak. In fact, the 
entire car is a huge indestructible box. 

The interior arrangement is somewhat 
similar to that of other private cars, and, of 
course, is especially adapted to observation 
and inspection. It is a business car, used by 
Mr. Miller in his railroad work, but as a gen- 
erous good fellow he uses it a great deal for 
the pleasure trips of himself and friends. 
The chief luxury of the interior is the per- 
fect arrangement of everything pertaining 
to human comfort. Likewise the trucks 
were selected afer months of experiment so 
as to prevent swaying and jolting. Although 
heated by steam, it has alsu an old-faskioned 
log fireplace in which only hickory wood is 
burned. There are window seats through- 
out the car, and the lightipg is with movable 
gas jets in every conven! place. There are 
two palatial bedroom apartments with a 
brass bedstead in each and a bath opening 
from each chamber. 

Its Elegarant Appointments. 


It 4s useless to say that the furniture, the 
culinary appointments, and other necessary 
features of the car are absolutely up to date 
and elegant. There ils a magnificent silver 
service and@ a large collection of rare china, 
for which special burglar-proof safes are 
provided. Mr. Miller is remarkably proud 
of his china, which he has collected from all 
parts of the earth, and which is very valu- 
able. 

It is in this car, noted principally for its 
safety, that the coming ruler of the United 
States will make the most eventful journey 
of his life. His wife being an invalid and 
his mother being very aged, President-elect 
McKinley is very fortunate in having this 
particular car offered him for the trip, and 
thereby hangs a tale. 

When Maj. McKinley was elected Governor 
Mr. Miller sent the car to Canton to bring 
the Governor-elect to hisinauguration. Many 
times during his term the car was used by 
McKinley in his trips about the country, and

myth. He is dead sure the world will go to 
the demnition bowwows without a Santa 
Claus, yet the faith in that benevolent func- 
tionary is forever shattered, So he amuses 
himeelf by ranging all the proofs of the 
hollowness of the good old myth on one side 
and all the signs of the desolateness of the 
remainder of life on the other side, and de- 
jectedly presents the gloomy Ag 4 for the 
edification of his playmates. He is willing 
to admit that when he and his playmates 
shall have grown up there may be other joys 
to compensate for this loss, but for the 
chasm of years that must intervene he is 
inconsolable. 

It is not strarige that the cosmic chill of the 
modern creed of negation should sét Goldwin 
Smith to shuddering, but that is scarcely suf- 
ficient ground for making up a volume of un- 
diluted chills and shudders. The author 
looks on the dark side, both forward and 
backward. He makes it altogether plain 
that the advent of evolutionary thought has 
forever made it impossible for the thought- 
ful mind to accept the Bible cosmogony, and 
yet he can see nothing but danger ahead 
when this fact shall have seeped through 
into the unthinking masses. “ When the 
crust shall .fall in,’ he says, “ appears to be 
a question of time, and the moment can 
hardly fail to be one of peril; not least in 
the United States, where education is gen- 
eral and opinion spreads rapidly over a level 
field, with no barriers to arrest its sweep.’ 

Prof. Smith applies his sealpel to the books 
of Drummond, Kidd, and Balfour and lets 
out all the optimistic blood in them. He ad- 
mits that the orthodox Christtan device to 
account for human suffering has become un- 
usable and yet he finds Prof. Drummond’s 
evolutionary device no whit better: Hecan- 
not accept this optimistic Scotchman’s 
theory that the ruling power of the universe 
has evolved it by means of wholesale car- 
nage and suffering. For in this survival of 
the fittest he cannot forget the needless suf- 
ferings of the unfit that neither survived nor 
evolved anything 

Just here the whole cause of Prof. Smith’s 
difficulty crops up. He is an agnostic with 
his face still turned backward. He is still 
bent on clothing the First Cause with our 
highest ideals of justice. Not until he takes 
the next step and concludes, as does Prof. 
Peck of Columbia, that there is absolutely 
no individual justice in the cosmic processes 
will he be able to get rid of this “ irreconcil; 
able conflict.’’ 

To Mr. Kidd’s theory of altruism the au- 
thor replies in the spirit of Rochefoucauld., 
* Show us the altruist who gives up his din- 
ner to benefit the inhabitants of Mars,” he 
says, “‘and we will admit the existence of 
altruism in the sense in which the term 
seems to be used.”’ 

Prof. Smith riddles the theory of scripture 
inspiration sofrowfully but relentlessly. He 
believes it is time to sweep away the wreck 
of an outworn creed, though he doés not pre- 
tend to know just what is to take its place. 
Having shown Genesis and most of the Old 
Testament to be tribal folk lore, he proceeds, 
after the most approved methods of the 
higher criticism, to show the utter insuf- 
ficiency of proof for the New Testament mir- 
acles. The climax of his argument comes in 
these words: 

It might be possible to imagine Deity stooping 
from a limited heaven to redeem the inhabitants 
of earth. It would have been hardly possible to 
imagine a Being, who fills eternity and infinity, be- 
coming, for the redemption of one speck in the 
universe, an embryo in the womb of a Jewish 
maiden. For this stupendous doctrine our 
principal evidence is the anonymous work of a 
mystic writer. 

The incarnation, it will be observed, is the 
center of this whole circle of miracles. Without 
it they can be hardly said to have & purpose or 
ameaning. But since our rejection of the authen- 
ticity and authority of the Book of Genesis, the 
purpose and meaning of the incarnation itself 
have been withdrawn. If there was no fall of 
man, there can be no need of the redemption. If 
there was no need of the redemption, there can 
have been no motive for the incarnation. The 
whole ecclesiastical scheme of salvation, with all 
its miraculous appurtenances, fails to the ground. 


And after Prof. Smith has finished his 
work of destruction what remains? The 
human-sympathetic spirit of Christ, and 
that alone. Bven in the sermon on thé 
mount he pe flaws, remarking that “the 
morality of civil, commercial, and social life 
has, perhaps, suffered by the formal profes- 
sion of an unattainable standard, and the 
world has been more evil than it might have 
been if the ideal of good men had not been 
withdrawal from an evil world.’’ 

The five essays that make up these pages 
are scholastic in ope aS but incisive in 
thought, and fearless an "honest in spirit. 
If the author handles his keen intellect as a 
surgeon handies his amputa knife, it 
must be admitted that his cut is as true as 
it is deep, and that his Pweg sem is ever the 
good of the patient. number of b 
words he uses will be sufficient ns Ge 
against the book’s doing much harm am 
those as yet mentally unfit for the “ mare 
wrench ” which must éver follow the advent 
of the new ideas.

Change in the City Ordinance from 155 

Feet Regarded as Favorable to 

Property—First Advocated by the 

_> Beard—Grand Pacific Hotel Lease 

Agreed Upon—Inquiry for Holdings 

Net Filattering—Outlook Is Bright 
for Spring. : 


Real estate men, architects, and builders 
‘tare interested in the passage by the City 
Council of the ordinance limiting the height 
“of buildings to 130 feet. In January, 1806, 
the original ordinance putting the limit at 
130 feet was amended, making it 155 feet, or 
permitting the erection of twelve-story 
buildings. By the action of the Council 
last week the original limit of 130 feet is once 
more in force. 

A diversity of opinion exists as‘to the jus- 
tice of the law. The architects believe it is 
a good thing to put a limit to the height of 
structures, as it tends to spread out the 
business district and to reduce the conges- 
tion in the business center. They also are 
in favor of the lower limit, as it will tend 
in their estimation to increase the number of 
buildings. 

E@ect on City’s Beauty. 

“T think in a general way the limit of 130 
fect is better for Chicago than a higher 
limit,” said 8. 8S. Beman. “I believe it 
would have been better for the city if the law 
tiad been passed before the time of sky- 
scrapers, placing a reasonable limit on the 
height of structures. The beauty of Euro- 
pean cities in @ measure is due to the uni- 
formity of buildings, which’ are not allowed 
to exceed a certain height—almost absurdly 
low from the Chicago standpoint. 

“In New York there is at present no Ifmit 
to the height. It must be acknowledged that 
the skyScrapers of that city have added to 
rather than detracted from its general ap- 
pearance. From Fort Wordsworth the city 
eeems to be built on a hill, the sky lines 
running upto a point from the low buildings 
along the docks to the skyscrapers in the 
center of the city. 

“ The great objection to the limit on build- 
ings as it exists in Chicago arises from pres- 
ent conditions. It seems hardly fair that 
one man be allowed to maintain a building 
on his property exceeding 130 feet and not 
to give the adjoining owner a right to secure 
the same or an equal income from his hold- 
ing. by placing a low Hmit on the height of the 
structure he is allowed to erect. There 
must be a restriction. evidently, and the 
present ordinance seems about as equitable 
as could be secured.” 

Real Estate Board Measure. 

The Real Estate Board advocated the first 
ordinance restricting the height of buildings 
to 130 feet, and the members are in favor of 
@ rigid observation of this specification. 


W. D. Kedfoot believes it is to the interest” 


of property-owners as well as the city not 
to exceed feet. In his estimation this will 
have a tendency to spread out the business 
district, making the erection of moderately 
high buildings possible. He also predicts 
that the experience of the next few years 
will prove that a moderately high office 
building will pay better on the present valu- 
ation of property than a skyscraper. The 
cost of maintenance is much greater for a 
thirty-story building than for a. ten-story 
one, while the returns from the upper stories 
are not sufficiently largeto pay a respectable 
interest on the original cost in addition to the 
expense of maintenaace. 

« It is generally believed a legal limit to the 
height of buildings in New York City will be 
fixed by the State Legislature this year. 
Several amendments have been offered to 
the original bill. One of these provides that 
any act for creating a maximum height 
should make an exception in favor of build- 
mgs to be used far/the purpose of ubserva- 
tion. Another provision warmly advocates 
restricting the height of non-fireproof struct- 
ures to seventy-five feet, or six stories. It 
fis believed the limit adopted for office build- 
ings will not be far from that estabiished by 
the Chicago ordinance passed last Monday 


night. 
New Grand Pacific Hotel. 


- The alterations in progress on the east 
half of the old Grand Pacific Hotel will 
cost approximately $200,000. Upwards of 
$125,000 will be expended by the new firm 
of Drake Bros. & Co. for the interior fur- 
nishings. The néw hotel will retain the 
name of the Grand Pacific and will be con- 
ducted on the plan of the Parker House in 
Boston. There are 200 rooms in the part 
of the building left standing: They will be 
furnished with all the latest conveniences. 
Additional rooms will be made by the re- 
™oval of the towers on the roof and the 
construction of two fireproof stories. This 
will tend to lower the building, as the new 
roof will not be so high as the tops of the 
ornamental towers are at present. The 
building will be fireproofed in every way 
sible. Especial attention will be given 

n this direction to the parts which are ex- 

sed to fire from boilers and ranges. 

A café will- be located on the first floor, 
. Slightly raised and overlooking the rotunda. 
This room will be 60x80 feet, finished in 
mosaic and mahogany. A main dining- 
. room will be located in the first floor. It 
will be 55x62 feet. In addition to this there 
. will be two smaller dining-rooms, 24x40 and 
18x20 feet. Two banquet halls are provided 
for, one capable of seating 350 people and 
the other a third that. number. 

The terms of the lease fr Levi Z. Leiter 
to Drake Bros. & Co. which have been 
- agreed depend on the cost of the alterations 
in the building, bids for which were received 
by the architects last week. 

It is expected the hotel will open about

The demoralization in the wheat market 
which has beenafeature all the week culmi- 
nated yesterday with May wheat closing 4c 
below the best price at Which sales were made 
last Monday. Theactionof the market was ir- 
regular. There was a short period of 
strength in sympathy with St. Louis. The 
St. Louis market has been strong and active 
for three days in succession, and, although 
the local crowd was not exactly clear as to 
the considerations influencing prices at 8St. 
Louis, the inclination was to cover ‘short 
lines, and as a result May wheat touched 
76%c. The Barretts were credited with buyr 
ing in short wheat during the eaf€y part of 
the day. After the advance the course of 
the market was steadily downward, with 
the lowest price for May 73%c bid at the 
close. No one had any satisfactory theory 
on which to account for the weakness. Local 
pit conditions as usual] had a great deal to do 
with sentiment. The people who were buy- 
ers early turned sellers, arid the-explanation 
of the St. Louis stfength wad said to lie in 
the fact that all the No. 2 red winter wheat 
which is the only contract grade there was 
in qontrol of a few people. There was some 
showy selling by the Schwartz-Dupee house 
which was credited to the Barretts, and in 
addition there was more of the marketing of 
long wheat from mysterious sources which 
has been a depressing factor throughout the 
week. Cables were not particularly signifi- 
cant, except that the weakness in Paris 
might be construed as evidence that the

as has been claimed. Paris flour was off 6u 
centimes for the current month delivery, and 
85 centimes for May and August.

Northwestern Receipts Are Heavy. 


Northwestern receipts were 586 cars for 
two days, against 578 cars and 862 cars for 
the same two days a week ago and a'year 
ago. Northwestern receipts for the week 
were 1,932 cars, against 1,712 cars the pre- 
vious week and 4,011 cars the same week 
last year. The Northwestern movement is 
heavier than expected in view of the state- 
ments made regarding the spring wheat 
yield. It is expecte@g that the visibie sagply 
will decrease something less than 1,000,vUU 
bu. An increase of 200,000 bu at one of the 
Northwestern points will be offset by a like 
decrease at the other. St. Louis wired that 
239,000 bu of wheat had been sold to go out 
promptly, and that the stock of No. 2 red 
had been cut down to 82% 000 bu, of which 
only 650,000 bu is unplaced. Some of the 
minor influences against prices yesterday 
were the selling on the New York curb after 
the close of the regular market, the ab 
sence of cash business at the seaboard; and 
the report of a Western bank failure. Local 
receipts of wheat were 32 cars, against 53,- 
000 bu inspected out of store. Weareisold 
12,000 bu of No. 2 spring at lc under May 
price in store, and the total sales to millers 
were figured at 40,000 bu. By sample, sales 
on local billing were as follows: No. 4 red 
at 63c, No. 3 at 7ic for poor to 80@S82e for 
choice, No, 2 red at 83@S84c, and No. 3 spring 
at 72c. 

Provisions were strong on the govern- 
ment report relative to the supply of hogs. 
The total indicated is the lowest shown in 
fifteen years. Shorts were forced to cover, 
while the selling on the advance was by 
outsiders and by some of the packers. Hog re- 
ceipts for the week were ‘163,591, against 
124,270 the same week last year. Packing 
to date is figured at 2,072,000, against 2,260,- 
000 for the same period last year. Local 
receipts yesterday were 19,000, with: the 
market strong and Bc higher. May pork 
rallied 20c from the close price, but lost 
part of its advance before the close. Ribs’ 
sold as high as $4.05 for May and closed at 
$4.00 bid. Lard closed at the high point of 
the day, with a net advance of 74@10c. For 
Monday 37,000 hogs are expected and for 
next week 165,000. It is significant that the 
highest-priced article in the provision list 
is one of the strongest. For months hams 
have been relatively higher than any other 
class of products, and they are now in sharp 
demand both for foreign and domestic trade. 
While ribs sold down from $4.22 to $3.82 
quotations for hams scarcely wavered. Re- 
ceipts of hogs at seven principal packing 
markets were 41,500, against 31,800 (the 
same day last year. 


Corn Dull and Dragging. 


The corn market was only moderately 
active, with an easy undertone, in sympathy 
with wheat. Counselman was a heavy sell- 
er, and most of the offerings came from ele- 
vator interests. Scattered shorts did some 
covering, and Barrett bought in a big line.

Frank R. Green of the City Railway 
May Go to the West Side Company. 


Frank R. Green, Secretary of the Chicago City 
railway, may soon leave that company to be- 
come the general managér of the Chicago Gen- 
eral rajlway. Negotiations are now under way 
with this end in view, and it, is probable Mr. 
Green will go with the Chicago General in three 
or four weeks. Mr. Green has been Secretary of 
the City railway for severa] years, and he is 
looked upon as being a thorou street car man. 
The Chicago General] through its new lines will 
become a much more important system than & 
has been @o far. The line to the Stock-Yards will 
be constructed as soon as warm weather sets in, 
and it is expected the company will soon com- 
plete arrangements for the building of a con- 
nection on Twenty-second street from the river 
to the lines of the City railway on that street, 
which it will use in getting over to the lake. The 
contract has practically been completed with the 
City railway for this extension, and as spon as 
it is signed the work of building the connecting 
track will be begun. The Chicago Genera) wil! 
then have a through line on Twenty-second street 
from Lake. Michigan to Crawford avenue, with 
a branch line to Lawndale and the drainage 
canal, and a line from Twenty-second street 
south to the Stock-Yards. 

The annual report of the North Chicago Dlec- 
tric company, which, while a separate corpora- 
tion, belongs to the North Chicago Street rail- 
road system, shows gross earnings of $309,481 
and operating expenses of $149,051, leaving net 
earnings of $160,061. The fixed charges amount 
to $105,811, which leaves a surplus for the year 
of 54, 618, or 2.73 per cent on the capital stock. 
The road carried last year over 6,000,000 pasgen- 
gers, an increase of per cent over the traffic 
of the Sa ep year.

WORK THEIR WAY THROUGH SCHOOL. 


Two Small Boys on the North Side 
Serve as Waiters in a Restau- 
rant for Their Meals. 


Two little boys who are enrolled as pupils 
in the Ogden School have solved tae prob- 
lem of how to live during hard tiames aad at 
the same time lock out for their educational 


requirements. 

‘*Not much to eat, but few clo:hes, and 
no money to get more with,” has been the 
cry of their respective families for many 
months, and early last fall the bovs were 
given to understand that they would have 
to give up all idea of going 1o school this 
winter, as had been their custom, end Must 
look for work instead. They did so for 
awhile, but their wages were smali and did 
not make up for the loss of, the advantages 
they so much deplored. At length they were 
granted immunity from steady labor and 
were told that they might'attend school if 
they could scratch around and make them- 
selves self-supporting. They put their heads 
tcgether and as a result of their conference 
called on the proprietor of @ small _ res- 
taurant on North Clark street and offered 
him their services at certain periods of the 
day if he would give them their meais in re- 
turn. The busiest hours at the restaurant 
are from 6 to 8 in the morning, 12 to 1, and 
r, to 7 in the evening. The proprietor had 
been living up to a “ hard luck ”’ tale him- 
self and had been trying to get along with- 
out help. But he had found it a difficult 
thing to do, so he gladly welcomed the boys’ 
proposition. 

They are bright, clean little follows, and 
give excellent satisfaction both to their em- 
ployer and his customers. No money is 
given them with the exception of occasional 
tips—and the people who eat there are not 
in a positicn to do much tipping—but they 
get three good meals a day and a comfort- 
able garment now and then, while the chil- 
dren at home are daily made happy by a 
large dish full of the things that have been 
left over. . 

‘“ Yes’m,” said one of them, as he brought 
in a cup of fragrant coffee, ‘‘ it works all 
right. You wouldn’t believe how many peo- 

le we can wait oninan hour, It's a regu 
ar snap for us. I was bound I wouldnt 
give up school, and so ‘was you, wasn't you,

Remarkable Test on Animals 
at Lincoln Park Zoo. 


YIELD TO VIOLIN’S SWAY. 


In No Case Musical Sounds Fail 
to Affect Wild Beasts. 


LULLED BY SOFT STRAINS. 


Shrill or Rapid Notes Quickly Arouse 
Them to Mad Fury. 


WONDERFUL RESULTS IN DETAIL. 


EF the wild animals of the Lincoln Park 

zoo should attend the grand opera they 

would not talk in the boxes. They love mu- 

sic, and they showed one day last week 
they love it sincerely by listening with rapt 
attention to the softer strains of a violin 
played by Prof. Frank C. Baker, curator of 
the Academy of Sciences, and by applauding 
vigorously when he rendered the lively and 
niore catchy airs. 

At the request of THE SUNDAY TRIBUNE 
Prof. Baker agreed to try the effect of music 
upon the lion, the tiger, the monkeys, and 
the other beasts which go to make up the 
collection in Lincoln Park animal house: The 
experiment was a success beyond all expec- 
tations in showing that the animals possess 
a keen appreciation of music, and more than 
this that they are not at all slow in express- 
ing disapprobation if the tune in hearing 
does not happen to please them. 

Prof. Baker is a violinist of ability. He 
had read and reread in his scientific studies 
of instances where music was said to have 
had a marked effect upon the beasts of the 
field. He was nothing loath to try the ex- 
periment suggested by THE SUNDAY TRIB- 
UNE, Since it gave him the means of gratify- 
ing his own curiosity on the subject. 

Acoordingly permission was obtained from 
the park authorities, and with the sanc- 
tion of Animalkeeper Sweeney, Prof. 
Baker took his violin Friday afternoon after 
the last of the visitors had departed and 
treated the lions and their caged neighbors 
to a concert as varied in téne and tune, per- 
haps, as wes ever listened to by an animal 
audience. There was no one present at the 
time of the playing except Prof. Baker, Keep- 
er Sweeney, and a reporter for THE SUNDAY 
TRIBUNE. It had been expected that the 
animals would show some slight attention 
only to the music; not enough, pébhaps, even 
to justify the belief that they were any more 
sensible of the pleasing or discordant strains 
of a musical instrument than they were of 
the thousand and one noises which they hear 
during the day while holding their receptions 
of the public. 

The reverse proved true, however. The 
animals not alone showed themselves sensi- 
ble of the strains, but apprectativée to a 
marked and often boisterous degree. Prof. 
Baker tried them with all sorts of music, 
from “lively to severe,’’ and with many 
tones which were in no sense music at all, 
being harsh, heavily deep, and at times sharp 
and piercing. The violinist was untiring in 
his attempt to get a thorough knowledge of 
musical causes as related to different ef- 
fects on the ainds and actions of the ani- 
mais. For an hour and a half he played in 
front of their cages, varying tune, key, and 
distance as he noted changing results. 


Instantly Soothed the Pumas. 


The concert tour began in the west end of 
the animal house with an audience of two 
occupying front seats and making up, as the 
press reports say, in attention what they 
lacked in numbers. These highly-interesied 
auditors were two cougars, pumas, “ paint- 
ers,”’ or mountain lions, as they are severally 
called in the different places which they in- 
habit when they are free. Prof. Baker drew 
his bow gently across the strings. As the 
first note struck the ears of the animals 
crouched at the farther end of the cage they 
drew their lithe forms up tensely and turned 
their heads slightly, half startled and half 
pleased. The player backed slowly away 
from the cage. The notes became low and 
luring. The pumas turned about and came 
as near the source of the music as their bars 
would admit. Then they samk to their 
haunches mute and motionless—absolutely 
absorbed. 

“Try them with something lively,’ sug- 
gested Mr. Sweeney. 

The player nodded and the low, sweet notes 
that he had been playing merged int@® the 
rollicking measure of a jig, played so id- 
ly that it would have taken a man with four 
feet to have kept its time. 

In an instant there was an uproar in the 
next cage occupied by a jaguar, mbre noted 
for his beauty and his strength than for his 
equable temper. He was jumping from the 
floor of his cage to a shelf fit#4d into the 
wall near its top, thence to the floor, and 
back again, and all the while lashing his tail 
like the flail of a thrasher and giving utter- 
ance to noises half way between a hissanda 
growl. .It was difficult to determine whether 
he was in an ecstacy of delight or was utter- 
ing vigorous protest at what he thought was .

DEBTS OF VARIOUS CHURCHES. 


HRISTIANITY in Chicago is in the 
hands of Mammon. With the excep- 
tion of a few of the old established 
churches ‘with congregations of 

wealthy people there is hardly a church in 
Chicago without a mortgage. A great many 
started with one, some achieved two or 
three, others had several thrust upon them. 
A safe estimate of the mortgages upor 
church property in this city alone would 
be more than $1,000,000. This estimate is 
made after a careful examination of the 
records of both church and State. The great 
majority of ‘churches, the small ones, have 
light ‘mortgages; but in Chicago, with’ its 
hundreds of places of worship, the grand 


‘total that religid¥s organizations owe to the 


money power becomes an enormous iigure. 
Why it is that congregations never wait to 
accumulate sufficient money to build their 
imposing edifices free from debt is hard to 
understand, Invariably a congregation, 
after a few years’ worship in a small chapel, 
will vote to build a large and handsome 
church, A mortgage is at once applied; if 
that does not bring relief a second one is 
used. When all this is over the congrega- 
tion frequently looks to the overworked 
minister to get it out of debt. There is 
many a minister who could tell how his 
salary has been reduced almost one-half by 
his voluntary contributions to the fund for 
decreasing the debt on his church. 
Church Mortgages Are “ Safe.” 

Business-men, as a rule, do not care to 
invest.in church mortgages. Although the 
interest is paid regularly they run longer 
than others, Besides it would not add any- 
thing to a man’s reputation to foreclose a 
mortgage oh a church. What would a capi- 
talist do with ‘a church? Imagine one of 
Chicago’s mililonaires with d@ church on 
his hande. How exclusive he wguld become 
with his own private shrine! Cturch: mort- 
gages are good investments.) ‘.Invest- 
ment gems of the first water,” as the Rev. 
Dr. William White Wilson said, “‘ and it js 
a strange thing to me that conservative 
business-men , usually prefer some shaky 
speculation to, a safe church mortgage. I 
have been in Chicago eight years and can 
recall only one church upon which the mort- 
gage was foreclosed. Why, $40,000 has been 
raiséd in the very worst of these hard times 
to pay off the mortgage upon the Church of 
the Epiphany. That is clear evidence that 
Christian people will not allow a church 
mortgage to be foreclosed. And that is why 
they are good investments.” 

it would be impossible in anything smalier 
than a book to give a complete list of the 
churches that are burdened with mortgages, 
but a few taken at random throughout the 
city will give an idea of how they run. 
These are about the average mortgages on 
churches in Chicago. Some have as high as 
$75,000, while others are only for a few 
hundreds. 


Debts of Various Churches. 


Upon the La Salle Avenue Baptist, of 
which Dr. J. Q. A. Henry is pastor, there is 
a mortgage for $7,000, which has been on for 
a number of years. There is also one of a 
later date for’ $3,000. Both were given to 
raise money for building purposes. A $15,000 
covering was added to the Leavitt Street 
Congregational soon after the roof was fin- 
ished. The Immanuel Baptist Church, Mich- 
igan avenue, near Twenty-third street, the 
Rev. Johnstone Myers, pastor, has a heavy 
mortgage. It amounts to $54,000. This is 
the church of which Dr. Lorimer. now of 
Boston, was pastor. A year ago the entire 
edifice was moved fifty feet to give breath- 
ing space for the Hotel Metropole.s Seven 
thousand llars is the amount thé Fifth 
Presbyterian, the Rev. W. Francis Irwin, 
pastor, owes to the grantees of its trust 
deed. It Was reported in all the papers a 
year ago that Mrs. Hetty Green h a mort- 
gage on this church for $15,000 and that, 
owing to the hard times, the church was 
forced ta let her foreclose. ery was 
wondering what’ she would do with the 
church after she got it. Some thought she~ 
might possibly give up her business career 
to take a course in some theological semi- 
nary, afterwards enter the ministry, and 
own and operate a church of her own, ex- 
pecting her to be a ministerial Mrs. Lease.

FEW days ago dispatches which ap- 
peared tn THe TRIBUNE announced 
that the old Wayside Inn at Sudbury, 
Maés., made famous by Longfellow 
in his “ Tales,” had passed into the hands 
of Edward R. Lemon of Malden, a gentleman 
of leisure, means, and antiquarian tastes. 
He is a descendant of the original owners 
of the tavern and will convert the building 
into a permanent memorial of the poet. It 
is already a shrine to which hundreds of 
literary pilgrims, resort. It will be filled

the Third Presbyterian for $25,000 each, and 
-one of them was held by St. Paul’s Reformed 
Episcopal. This illustrates the Christian 
spirit of helping one another, and also shows 
that trustees of weakhy churches are not 
slow to see the value of such investments. 
Trinity Church, the Rev. Frederick J. Wal- 
ton, rector, is under two mortgages, one for 
$2,000. Four thousand one hundred and 
twelve dollars is the amount upon All Souls’ 
Unitarian, of which Jenkin Lloyd Jones is 
pastor. The $6,000 against the First Baptist 
is not upon the church building, but on the 
lot next the church which they bought to 
prevent a livery stable being erected on it. 
The Hyde Park Presbyterian pays interest 
upon $15,000; St. Mark’s Episcopal on $3,000; 
First German Baptist on $9,000. And so one 
could run down the list of churches in Chi- 
cago and there would be very few out of the 
mortgage column, 


What the Ministers Think. 


The hard times have affected the churches, 
but not directly. The Rev. W. Francis Ir- 
win said he did not believe there were any 
compelled to give new mortgages or intrease 
old ones as an effect of the hard times. His 
own church had been able to materially de- 
crease their indebtedmess and would soon 
be free from debt. 

“While our home churches,” said Bishop 
Cheney, “ have not suffered excessively our 
mission work has, Benevolent work has 
been much reduced, as it is dependent upon 
the contributions of our congregations. 
Even the stringency of the times, however, 
will not prevent ple who are blessed with 
money from lending a helping hand to the 
poor and needy in this time of great suffer- 


ping. This excessive cold weather has taxed 


our charities to their utmost. It is gratify- 
ing to gee the ready response that the neople 
of Chicago have made to the cal! for funds fo 
relieve the sufferers in the city. No, we 
find no difficulty in raising sufficient money 
to Gefray our church expenses, but, as I 
said, our outside charities have had to be 
much curtailed. Beginning with the foreign 
missions the circle, as the money has grown 
tighter, has gradually grown smaller until 
it only incloses the one church which for- 
mally radiated benevolence.’’ 

The Rev. Dr. A. J. Canfield of St. Paul’s 
Universalist Church said that while there 
had been some cutting down of expenses in 
the various churches not many new mort- 
gages had been placed. St. Paul’s income is 
largely from the pew rents, as with most 
ot churches, and as they have not dimin- 
ished the income of the church remains the 
same. :

The inn was built shortly after King Phil- 
ip’s war and was known as Howe's Tavern. 
Four generations of the Howe family have 
kept the place, David Howe built it about 
the commencement of the eighteenth cent- 
ury. John Howe, the grandfather df Da- 
vid, had a lot on which the tavern stands 
assigned him in the apportionment of 1661. 
In 1746 Col. Ezekiel Howe, who wom fame 
in the Revolution, hung out the “‘ Red 
Horse’”’ sign, and when, in 1796, the Colonel 
died, Adam, his son, took the tavern, and 
for forty years conducted it as a public 
house, Lyman Howe, a brother, took pos- 
session when Adam passed away and con- 
tinued to keep an inn until 1866. 

Ever since that date this old place has 
been used more as a private residence than 
a temporary home for a belated traveler, 
or perhaps a commercial drummer en route 
to some large settlement.

NEW PROJECTILE FOR USE IN WAR. 


A new dynamite projectile has recently 
been invented which gives promise of great- 
ly increasing the efficiency of high-powered 
guns. It is a shell, the most remarkable 
feature of which is that it contains frozen 
dynamite and will not explode until it pierces 
the object at which it is fired. Another en- 
tirely new feature of this destructive missile 
is a slow-burning fuse, sufficiently insulated 
from the charge to prevent premature ex- 
plosion while the shell is traversing the 
designated distance. The inventor of this 
new type of projectile is James K. Bakewell 
of Pittsburg, Pa. 

An experimental test of the new projectile 
was made a few days ago, and on this occa- 
sion the shells used were of the usual type. 
Six shots in all were fired. The first five 
were with the ordinary six-pound aymor- 
piercing shell. Four of these were cNarged 
with frozen dynamite, packed in the cavity 
of the shell. The sixth shot was fired with 
a common shell charged with frozen dyna- 
mite. The whole principle, therefore, rests 
upon the freezing of the explosive. 

The purpose of the test, as the inventor 
stated, was to demonstrate that the shell 
could be safely fired from the gun under the 
most rigid conditions, and that it would pene- 
trate the plate before exploding. In the first 
instance a common armorépiercing steel 
shell was used. It was loaded with powder 
simply, and fused. 

The shell pierced the target almost exactly 
in the center. The difference in effect on the 
target between the powder shell and the 
frozen dynamite prdjectiles foMowing was 
very marked. 

The preparations for the second round 
were gone about with more caution. Allthe 
firing conditions were precisely the same as 
those in the first round, except that the froz- 
en dynamite was substituted for powder. 
Exactly fifty-five grammes of dynamite were 
used. The shock of the firing was extremely 
severe. 

The shell, as in the-previous instance, had 
pierced the target completely. The point 
was protruding an Inch beyond therear sur- 
face. The burr around the hole was turned 
back enough to fully demonstrate the power 
of the missile. The face of the plate or tar- 
get was considerably scarred from the pieces 
of shell carried forward. 

The third, fourth, and fifth rounds were 
repetitions of the second, with but slight 
variations. 

For the sixth and last round a cast-iron 
shell was used, on account of the larger shell 
chamber allowing a greater charge of dyna- 
mite. The shell, being of cast-iron, how- 
ever, was powerless against the steel plate, 
and only a splash marked the spot where it 
struck, somewhaf more pronounced than if 
the shell had been charged with powder. 

This concluded the experiments, but they 
were of sufficient moment to attract the at- 
tention of military men all over the country. 
A prominent army officer expressed the opin- 
ion that the projectile would play an impor- 
tant part in the near future in naval and 
military affairs. 


| GLOBE CARVED FROM SOLID ROCK. 


The ninth edition to the guide to ** The 
Evergreen’ Valley,” published in Bourne- 
mouth, England, has just appeared and has 
drawn attention to one of the queerest ob- 
jects to be found in that or any other coun- 
try. This is the Great Globe of Swanage. 

In the neighborhood of Swanage there area 
number of attractions for the sight-seeing 
and the curious, but the ‘‘ Great Globe ”’ un- 
doubtedly is the most remarkable. It is a 
large spherical mass of stone, lying on the 
cliffs between Peveril Point and Anvil Point. 
In itself the stone is in no way remarkable 
except for the regularity of its shape, which 
is almost a perfect sphere. It is this regu- 
larity of shape which has led to its appear- 
ance in the character of a miniature world. 
Upon the surface of the stone there has been 
carved a map of the earth. The continents 
stand out as rough, raised spots, surrounded 
by a smoother expanse, representing the

On the wall about it are fixed stone slabs, 
upon which has been carved a variety of 
useful information, mostly geographical in 
its nature, but some dealing with other 
matters. The slabs make a stone encyclo- 
pedia of considerable value for reference by 
those unable for any reason to refer to books. 


TORPEDO SHIELD FOR BATTLESHIPS, 


A remarkable device for the protection of 
big battleships below the water line has re- 
cently attracted considerable attention in 
British admiralty circles. The new mode of 
hull defense is the idea of Dr. Herbert 
Jones, a naval constructor of note, and is de- 
signed to act as a torpedo guard for the ves- 
sel below the surface of the sea. It has met 
with such universal favor among naval 
architects and marine engineers that the 
Government of Great Britain is seriously 
considering its adoption. 

The plan of Dr. Jones is to place a huge 
steel shield along the hull of the battleship 
on both sides. It will consist of a number 
of large plates, extending from stem. to 
stern and from the keel toa point just above 
the water line. The plates must fit exactly 
to the model of the hull, so as not to retard 
the speed of the vessel when there is no oc- 
casion to use them. 

Even those who are unfamiliar with naval 
construction know that the most vulnerable 
part of a ship is that of her hull below the 
water line. There are located the very vi- 
tals of the marine monster—the boilers, en- 
gines, magazines, and .furnaces. On each 
of these the life, power, and movement of 
the vessel depend. One shot, or even 100, 
or even 1,000 shots might pass through the 
upper parts of a battleship without destroy- 
ing or even seriously disabling her, but let 
one torpedo plerce the comparatively thin 
body in the weak spot underneath the water 
and the chances are a thousand to one 
against her remaining afloat long after that. 

It is upon this very point that the marine 
architects and engineers of the world have 
been puzzling their brains for years. Thea 
only contrivance now in use to protect the 
lower portion of a ship’s hull from — 
attack is a huge netting of wire slung from 
booms on the side of the ship, and is sup- 
posed to penetrate far enough beneath the 
surface of the water to furnish protection 
for the entire bottom.

In the rear of 
the vault are a series of little rooms parti- 
tioned off, in each of which there is a table 
and a couple of chairs. To any one of these 
rooms which happens:to be unoccupied the 
customer carries his box after it has been 
removed from its place in the vault. The 
glass of the door opening into the little 
closet is partly frosted, in most cféses, so

Sad Disappointment to Heirs. 


“The Secretary of one of the big accident 
companies im La Salle street tells of a funny 
thing which happened at our vault one day,”’ 
said another safety deposit man. “It was the 
opening of a bex.in the presence of the heirs 
of the deceased depositor, We hada weaithy 
customer who came to us a great many years 
ago from a little town in Eastern Iowa. He 
was a queer old fellow, but not especially 
secretive in the handling of his box. From 
all indications he sometimes kept large sums 
of money in his box. Last summer he was 
drowned im a small stream near his home. 
No trace could be foundof his keys, but his 
heirs knew that he had a box in our safety 
vault. If I’ remember correctly his heirs 
consisted of four or five nieces and nephews 
and all' of them manifested a desire to get 
hold cf as much of his property as possible. 
All of-them were certain that since none of 
the banks of the town had any money to 
their deceased relative’s credit he must 
therefore have left a large sum in his safety 
box here in Chicago. None of them would

that any one within is only partially seen, as 
a rule. To these rooms big bondholders 
carry their bonds to clip off coupons, look 
over their mortgages, and see if their life 
insurance policies have expired, women car- 
ry their trinkets, little keepsakes, and little 
rlles of money, which they count. 

It is only occasionally that it is necessary 
for the officials of the companies to break 
open a box. This-is done only when all 
trace of the boxholder has been lost or when 
he fails to turn up for a nuniber of years, 
after having let his box rent run for along 
time without paying it. 

Hid His Faro Layout, 

** Yes, we have had some very strange 
finds on a few occasions in our vaults,”’ said 
the prominent official of a down-town com- 
pany the other day when talking of the re- 
cent discovery of the slipper. *‘A couple 
of years ago we had a depositor, a man 
about 45 years of age, who was of a secretive 
disposition and with the utmost slyness 
imaginable. He would always take his box 
into one of our little closets, after having 
removed it from its place. Some of the 
guards who are always walking about no- 
ticed that when he got inside he always 
turned his back so that it almost covered 
the glass door while he examined the con- 
tents of his drawer. He always came late 
in the afternoon, just before closing time, 
for; his visits. In a short time we learned 
always to expect this man early the next 
morning after one of. these afternoon vis- 
its. It was only a few minutes that he re- 
mained fm a closet at either the afternoon 
or morning visit. Whem he wentaway after 
the afternoon trip one of his pockets was 
always bulging out noticeably. When he 
came in the next morning it was bulging 
out in the same way, and when he departed 
the bulge was gone. Of course we never 
asked any questions, but there was always 
more or less speculation among some of 
the men as to what on earth it was the man 
took out of the box and then put in again, 
as it was evidently always the same thing.

The poor wom- 
an had evidently feared to keep these 
precious relics at home lest they be destroyed 
by fire, so she had placed them where she 
knew they would be safe.

are two particularly interesting cases. One 
is that of a small boy of 12 years, whose 
parents thought him an idiot, and whose 
language is so twisted and filled with sub- 
stitutions of incorrect sounds that no one 
who has not made a study of his attempts 
can understand what he says. Yet he is 
bright, active, and talkative, and thinks he 
can talk—a common délusion among persons 
so troubled. He has been studying now 
only two weeks, but already his speech is 
becoming better, and one or two words in 
every sentence are clearly epoken. The 
other is thatof a young man, who had grown 
to manhood speaking a language wholly 
unintelligible to others, but without finding 
out what was the matter with him. Ina 
month he has learned to talk fairly well, 
and in a few months more wil! be in a posi- 
tion to enter upon active business Life. 

The method of curing the " negative ’’ ear 
is no lese strange than the trouble itself. 
It is, of course, impossible to teach the 
child through words spoken by others, or it 
would have learned in the natural manner. 
Instead, the process is reversed. The child 
is taught to speak correctly by instructing 
it in the positions of the mouth and tongue, 
and the words spoken are made to teach the 
ear. The child’s own tongue cultivates its 
ear. No other tongue can do it. 

There is as yet no public tnstitution any- 
where for the treatment of this strange 
disorder, but those interested in the saving 
of such children from the idiot and deaf 
mute asylums hope for an appropriation to 
establish a schoo! in Illinois for the treat- 
ment of those whose parents are too poor 
to obtain help in any other way. The need 
of such a school is proved, Mrs. Lounsbury 
thinks, by the fact that she has received 
an average of fifty letters from each State 
in the Union, written by parents of children 
possessed of “ negative "’ ears, but too poor 
to = them to a private school for treat- 
ment.

The artist threw open his coat with a 
quick, smiling gesture and produced from 
the inner pocket a sketch-book and a flat 
folding color box. 

‘This way,’ he safd, making the motions 
of rapid note-taking. ‘‘When a man has 
studied? his art under the best French 
masters and practiced hasty sketching with 
indefatigable zeal in every leisure moment 
he acquires the ability to obtain an ex- 
cellent likeness in an incredibly short period.
